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Valenza admits conspiracy for extortion

Michael Valetua. chairman of the 


Wheeling 
Environmental 
Commission 


and former village trustee, yesterday 
pleaded guilty to a federal charge of con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


The guilty plea came after the U.S. At- 


torney's Office agreed to drop a second 
charge of extortion in connection with 
the delivery of more than $1,700 worth of 
furniture Valenza allegedly received as 
part of a shakedown of Wlekes, Inc. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison said 


Valenza will be a witness for the govern- 
ment "if necessary." 


"We told the judge we had an agree- 


ment with him to make his cooperation 
known at the time of sentencing." Kadi- 
son said yesterday. 


Valenza's attorney, Jason Bellows, said 


it "remains to be seen" whether his 
client will testify for the government in 
this or other cases. 


THE SENTENCING Is scheduled for 


April 2 before U.S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. The conspiracy charge car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 20 years im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


In pleading guilty, Valenza admitted 


that he conspired in 1971 with Building 
Director William Bieber to extort furni- 
ture from Wickes. Bieber, however, has 
pleaded innocent to conspiracy and ex- 
tortion charges against him in the Wick- 
es case In addition, he is charged with 
perjury for giving alleged false testi- 
mony on the case before a special feder- 
al grand jury Investigating corruption in

Wheeling village government. 


Valenza was indicted Jan. 31 along 


with Bieber and four other persons, in- 
cluding James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic committeeman. 
The indictments resulted from a year- 
long probe of alleged shakedowns of de- 
velopers and businesses in Wheeling. 


THE FORMER TRUSTEE originally 


pleaded innocent to the charges against 
him, but apparently changed his plea af- 
ter bargaining with the U.S. Attorney's 
Office. 


"He just came to the conclusion that 


he decided to enter a plea of guilty," Va- 
lenza's attorney said of the matter. He 
refused further comment, saying "I don't 
think I am at liberty to divulge any privi- 
leges I might have." 


Valenza had no comment on his guilty 


plea when contacted yesterday at his hot 
dog stand, DoDo's Dogs, 636 N, Mil- 
waukee Ave, He said, however, the plea 


would not change his position on the vil- 
lage's environmental commission. The 
village board had granted Valenza a 
leave of absence until the charges were 
resolved. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, 


however, yesterday told the Herald the 
village board will consider whether to re- 
move Valenza from his position. "I don't 
think there will be any question what 
they will do, but I can't answer for 
them," he said. 


OTHER TRUSTEES contacted on the 


matter indicated that Valenza will be re- 
moved if the village attorney decides 
that the guilty plea provides sufficient 
cause. 


The conspiracy charge against Valenza 


and Bieber states that the two men did 
conspire to "use their influence over and 
control of certain official positions" to 
obtain furniture from Wickes 'by threat of 
economic harm. 


The charge dates back to August, 1971, 


when Valenza was both a village trustee 
and chairman of the plan commission. 


Bieber's attorney David Schippers was 


unavailable for comment on how Va- 
lenza's plea will affect his client's case. 


VALENZA PLAYED a key part in vil- 


lage planning and zoning decisions from 
the time he joined the plan commission 
in 1963. He continued to serve as plan 
commission chairman and acting direc- 
tor of planning after he was elected 
trustee in 1969 on the Continued United 
Party. 


He resigned from the plan commission 


in 1971 after being charged with conflict 


of interest for holding the commission 
seat and the village board post at the 
same time. Valenza served on the village 
board until May 1973, after deciding not 
to seek reelection for business reasons. 


In the 1973 village election, Valenza 


was the campaign manager for the in- 
cumbent To Overall Progress Party. He 
was appointed last year to chair the en- 
vironmental commission, which has the 
power tj review all zoning and planning 
decisions. He has been a resident of 
Wheeling since 1959. 


Wheeling trustees reacted to Valenza's 


guilty plea with shock. "I'm fumbling for 
words because I really don't know what 
to say," said Trustee Al Lang yesterday. 
"It just comes as a shock to me. It's 
really a shock to see something lik\_ Jus 
happen." 


TRUSTEE JOHN KOEPPEN said he 


did not expect the guilty plea to have a 
major impact on the village because of 
the recent indictments. "I don't think 
there will be any more impact than what 
we've had to date," he said. Koeppen, 
however, said he wes "stunned " 


Another trustee, Don Jackson, said he 


thought Valenza should be "dealt with 
very severely. In my opinion, breaking 
the public trust is an especially despi- 
cable crime," he said. 


The village board is not expected to 


meet on the matter until Monday at the 
regularly scheduled board meeting. 


Also indicted and pleading innocent 


were William Hart, former Wheeling 
trustee; Nicholas Phillips, a Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals employe and 
Stavros' cousin, and Ira Colitz, a county 
zoning board member who resigned fol- 
lowing the indictments.

Flood plain may wash out car wash 


Plans for a car wash on Dundee Road 


west of the Wheeling Drainage Ditch 
may have to be abandoned because the 
land lies in the flood plain. 


According to Wheeling ordinances, 


flood plain land must be filled before 
building, with the developer providing a 
storage basin for water that previously 
accumulated on that property. In order 
to meet these flood plain regulations, 
John Kamysz may find half to three- 
quarters of his property will be taken up 
with a retention basin. 


Since zoning codes require a car wash 


to have a holding capacity of at least 40 
cars. Kamyss may find that his land Is 
unusable for a car wash. 


ZONING BOARD members reviewing 


a request for the car wash facility asked 
Kamysz to get additional information on 
the size of the retention basin needed for 


that site. They said they would then be 
able to tell if plans for the car wash 
would be able to meet the 40-car holding 
requirement. 


"You are probably in the worst flood- 


ing area," said zoning board member 
Hugh Sommerfeld. 
"Before you go 


through all that expense, you'd better 
find out what is required." 


Zoning board member Alan Martin 


noted that an engineering report on the 
property might show that the site is unu- 
sable as a car wash. "This property 
might not even be property you can 
use," he said. 


The zoning board also noted that Kam- 


ysz might have problems with water 
pressure since there is already another 
car wash hooked into the well system 
that serves the Dundee Road property. 
They asked Kamysz to find out whether 


the well system would 'be able to handle 
two car washes. 


THE PROPERTY is currently zoned to 


allow a coin operated car wash, but 
Kamysz said this type operation is no 
longer profitable. He said he plans to 
build a conveyor-type car wash with high 
•powered blowers. The car wash would be 
able to recycle about 80 per cent of the 
water used. 


The zoning board continued the matter 


to April 9 so that Kamysz can get (he 
information on retention requirements, 
drainage and water supplies. 


Plans for a 112-unit condominium proj- 


ect at the southeast corner of Manches- 
ter Drive and Wolf Road were recom- 
mended for approval by the zoning 
'board. 


The two-story condominium project is

The Franklin Boulevard Community 


Hospital has reportedly signed an option 
for the purchase of 10 acres of property 
on Schoenbeck Road just south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The .hospital plans to build a 223-bed 


satellite facility to service the Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove area, as well as surround- 
ing communities. Plans for the hospital 
are to be submitted to the state hospital 
licensing board in April. 


The Franklin Boulevard board report- 


edly finalized an option to purchase 
Wednesday after nearly three weeks of 
negotiations. The hospital has also been 
negotiating for an adjacent 10-acre, par- 
cel. Information was not available on the 
cost of the new hospital site. 


THE PROPERTY, however, is ex- 


pected to cost substantially less than the 
$445,000 offered for the 10-acre Childerley 
Retreat House property, the first site 
proposed for the hospital branch at 506 
McHenry Rd. 


The hospital representatives began 


searching for a new site after being in- 
formed that the Wheeling Park District 
wanted Childerley for a park site and 
would condemn the property if neces- 
sary. 


At a meeting last month, the park 


board presented the hospital group with 
a map of other vacant sites that had 
been considered for new park sites. 


The property 
being purchased by 


Franklin Boulevard is one of the sites 
suggested by the park district. It is south 
of the 10 acres now proposed for a new 
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park site, and across the road from the 
Carl Sandburg School. 


THE SHIFT IN location is not expected 


to substantially change surveys prepared 
by Franklin Boulevar J to prove the need 
for a hospital in the area. The change, 
however, does bring the hospital branch 
closer to Arlington Heights and Prospect 
Heights. 


Accountability sessions a surprise to trustees

The Wheeling Village Board was both 


surprised and pleased when it found it 
could actually talk with village residents 
during a series of six accountability ses- 
sions that ended this week. 


For some time, the board members 


had assumed that open communication 
would lead to political rhetcnc. They, 
therefore, carefully restricted the way 
residents could address the board, hop- 
ing to protect themselves from politically 
motivated tongue-lashings, 


As a result, residents foun.1 their elect- 


ed representatives unrespom.ive to their 
problems. Because they fell they could 
not talk with the board, thvy assumed 
the trustees did not care i-bout their 
streets, sidewalks, sewers and other day- 
to-day problems. 


BOTH GROUPS went into the account- 


ability sessions with skepticism. At first, 
few residents showed up at the meetings, 
which took place in the local schools. The 
questions were guarded, and the trustees 
were disappointed with the poor turnout. 


But as the sessions continued, the at- 


tendance grew, che questions became 
bolder, and the trustees began to find 
that it was not difficult to answer even 
the most controversial questions. 


The sessions could not have been 


scheduled at a more opportune time. The 
four meetings this month took place after 
Indictments were returned against six 
former and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials, resulting from a federal 
grand jury investigation into alleged 
shakedowns in Wheeling. 


The indictments brought to a head resi- 


dents' concern over the character of gov- 


ernment in Wheeling, Rumors bad long 
been circulating that the board was cor- 
rupt and controlled by James Stavros, 
the indicted former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman. 


The board members were at first un- 


sure how to respond to residents' ques- 
tions about the indictments, and refused 
to comment. 


AS THE SESSIONS continued, how- 


ever, the board began to respond with 
honest answers. They said they would 
like to talk about the indictments, but 
had been advised by then- attorney not 
to. They said the board had little alterna- 
tive to requesting a leave of absence 
from indicted Building Director William 
Bieber and Environmental Commission 
Chairman Michael Valenza. 


The residents accepted the trustees' 


explanation, along with the promise that 
the board action would be explained as 
soon as the charges against Bieber and 
Valenza are resolved. The trustees were 
happily surprised. 


While the residents at some of the ses- 


sions raised highly controversial and po- 
litical questions, most of the discussion 
centered on street improvements, traffic 
problems, the need for more street lights 
and less flooding. Only at the Mark 
Twain School did discussion deteriorate 
to political sparring. 


The trustees were most surprised with 


the praise they received for the account- 
ability sessions in what they had consid- 
ered a hostile area, the W. Strong Sreet 
neighborhood. 


WHILE PRAISING the sessions, how- 


ever, many residents asked why such 


open discussion was not a part of the 
regular board meetings. In light of the 
success of the accountability sessions, 
the trustees agreed more discussion 
would be helpful. The board is now work- 
ing on several proposals to encourage 
more open discussion at board meetings. 


As a result of the accountability ses- 


sion, the trustees say they are now more 
aware of the residents' concerns. They 
also claim to be more informed on vil- 
lage issues because they have been 
forced to do their homeowrk. 


It took the accountability sessions for 


the board to learn that the easiest way to 
kill a political accusation is to answer 
residents' questions on the matter. In 
making this discovery, the trustees have 
decided they enjoy contact with the resi- 
dents and are, in fact, seeking more of it. 


Although the hospital site is not located 


in the village of Wheeling, the Franklin 
Boulevard people may consider annexing 
to the village if they purchase the adja- 
cent 10-acre parcel which abuts village 
boundaries. 


The hospital concluded hurried negotia- 


tions for the property in order to be able 
to present plans for the satellite branch 
to the state hospital licensing board at its 
April meeting. An option on the proposed 
site is needed for this presentation. 


ACCORDING TO hospital consultant 


Norman Davis, Franklin Boulevard will 
have an increasingly difficult time get- 
ting its plans approved if it does not get 
the go-ahead at the April meeting. He 
noted growing pressure for legislation 
that would require proof of need for a 
new hospital before it could be built. 


A board of directors for the hospital, 


also required for state licensing, is in the 
process of being formed. Village Pres. 
Ted C. Scanlon met with seven persons 
applying for the position Monday night. 
Although the names of the seven were 
not released, four are reportedly from 
Wheeling while three are from Buffalo 
Grove. 


Decisions about the full range of ser- 


vices to be offered by the satellite 
branch have been delayed until state ap- 
proval is granted. Davis said the nospital 
is not planning to provide either a pediat- 
rics or obstetrics ward, but said plans 
will be modified if there is a need for 
such services.

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Gas going up today... 


The price of gasoline at local ser- 


vice stations will be up two cents per 
gallon this morning under new price 
regulations approved Saturday by 
the Federal Energy Office. 


The Chicago Motor Club said yes- 


terday that its Wednesday survey of 
stations in suburban Cook County re- 
vealed average prices of 52 cents per 
gallon for regular and 55.4 cents per 


gallon for premium. 


Under federal pricing regulations 


gasoline prices may still vary from 
station to station, however. The legal 
price a station may charge is based 
on the price that station was charg- 
ing as of March 15,1973 increased by 
added costs for gasoline from the oil 
companies and for labor at the sta- 
tion.

mailing a letter goes up 2 cents at 
midnight today. 


New stamps will be required for 


both first class postage, which be- 
comes 10 cents, and air mail, which 
goes io 13. 


Coinciding with the higher rates 


was publication of a private research 
study saying there was no economic 
justification for the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice holding a monopoly on the na- 
tion's mail. 


The American Enterprise Institute 


for Public Research Policy called for 
repeal of a 182-year-old law that vir- 
tually prohibits competition in the 
postal service.

spiracy to commit extortion. 


Michael Valenza, former trustee, former chairman of the 


Wheeling plan commission and head of the village's new envi- 
ronmental commission, pleaded guilty to conspiring with Vil- 
lage Building Director William Bieber to extort furniture 
from Wickes Furniture Co. 


The guilty plea came after the U.S. Attorney's Office 


agreed to drop a second charge of extortion in connection 
with a del'very of more than $1,700 of furniture Valenza al- 
legedly received. 


A federal attorney said Valenza may be used as a govern- 


ment witness in other indictments, "If necessary." 


The plea by Valenza stems from federal grand jury in- 


dictments placed against six individuals involved in Wheeling 
nming matters, Others Indicted include Bieber, two men con- 
nected with the Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals, another 
former trustee and former Wheeling Township Democratic 
Committeeman James Stavros.

Funeral cost 
can be cheap, 
survey finds 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The first sur- 


vey of funeral home prices ever con- 
ducted 
by the 
federal 
government 


showed today that funerals 
can be 


bought for as little as $210 but the aver- 
age buyer, because of price secrecy and 
lack of compeition, may wind up paying 
closer to $2,000. 


The survey by the Federal Trade Com- 


mission involved 56 funeral homes in the 
District of Columbia, but the agency said 
the results revealed many of the same 
problems faced by consumers nation- 
wide. 


OFFICIALS SAID the FTC is now con- 


sidering whether to conduct similar sur- 
veys in other cities across the country to 
s t i m u l a t e competition and publicize 
prices. 


Some of FTC's findings: 
• The "cheapest" funeral home ser- 


vice, excluding cemetery costs, ranged 
from $210 to $900 at individual funeral 
homes. But many of the homes offering 
them said they had few takers. Some 
consumers are not aware of their avail- 
ability and morticians don't bother to tell 
them. 


• The expensive funerals are tthe same 


as the ceaper ones, except that >a cost- 
lier casket is involved. Most homes offer 
the same basic services and the buyer 
who thinks he's getting a "better" funer- 
al for more money is probably just buy- 
ing a fancier casket. 


• The cheapest funerals involve 


clothcovered wood caskets, 
although 


some of the cheapest metal caskets cost 
about the same. 


• THE "AVERAGE" basic price 


charged by homes covered in the survey 
during 1973 was $1,137, although it 
ranged to as high as $1,830 at one estab- 
lishment. Most funeral buyers must pay 
cemetery costs beyond the funeral home 
expenses — sometimes $750 and this 
pushed the average total price up to 
$1,886. 


• Prices for cremations where no 


viewing of the body is involved before- 
hand ranged from $80 to $485, with the 
toppriced firm insisting a casket had to 
be purchased as well — even though FTC 
said the law doesn't require it. 


FTC attributed the wide price vari- 


ations to a "feeble competitive environ- 
ment." But it said competition and ad- 
vertising among the homes in the survey 
has already picked up since the project 
was started.

ward Heath's Conservatives and Harold 
Wilson's Labor party raced neck and 
neck In the British election battle last 
night, with growing signs of deadlock be- 
tween the two major parties. 


Jeremy Thorpe's third ranking Liberal 


party appeared ready to grab up to 20 
per cent of the overall popular vote. Po- 
litical commentators said it may well 
hold the balance of power in the next 
Parliament. 


Conservative party chairman Lord 


Carrington said "The results so far are 
disappointing, but I am not conceding 
yet." 


Wilson, after hearing he had been re- 


elected to his seat at Huyton by a wide 
majority, said, "This campaign was 
fought with very great fairness and very 
great seriousness." 


Liberal party leader Jeremy Thorpe 


held his previously marginal seat in 
North Devon by an enormously increased 
majority. 


With about one sixth of the total results 


announced, the British Broadcasting 
Corp. television computer system pre- 
dicted the Conservatives might end up 
with 301 seats against 311 for Labor and 
nine for the Liberals. Labor party gener- 
al secretary Ron Hayward said, "We 
have a quiet confidence that we shall 
have a Labor government." 


Edward Short, deputy leader of the La- 


bor party, said, "It's exactly the sort of 
thing we have been predicting, The La- 
bor party will be able to form a govern- 
ment. Our very first action will foe to 
deal with inflation and prices." 


In the final hours of polling last night, 


Heath, Wilson and Thrope all attempted 
to drum up the last remaining votes. Mil- 
lions of voters ignored the wintry weath- 
er, snow and rain to stand in lines in 
many parts of England, Scotland, Wales 
and Northern Ireland.

'New era' as U.S., Egypt reunite 


CAIRO (UPI) - The United States and 


Egypt resumed 
diplomatic relations 


Thursday for the first time since 1967. 
President Anwar Sadat praised Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger's efforts 
for a Middle East settlement as bringing 
"a new era" and publicly advised Syria 
to go along. 


Leaving Jerusalem early in the day 


while the Israeli government prepared 
its proposals for military disengagement 
with Syria, Kissinger flew to Cairo to 
confer with Sadat about the next steps in 
the Middle East. 


Sadat announced, in answer to a ques- 


tion, that President Nixon had been in- 
vited to visit Egypt but there was no 
fixed date. The newspaper Al Ahram had 
reported Nixon would come in April. 


Sadat and Kissinger took the occasion 


to resume formally the diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and E- 
gypt, broken by Cairo during the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


A joint announcement in Cairo and 


Washington said the two countries "ex- 
press the hope that 
this step will 


develop and strengthen relaxation be- 
tween their countries and contribute sub- 
stantially to better mutual understanding 
and cooperation." 


In fact, the two countries had already 


agreed to the step and exchanged am- 
bassadors, but the move was another 
gesture of formal reconciliation. 


A m e r i c a n officials said Kissinger 


would attend a special ceremony accom- 
panying the raising of the U.S. flag at 
the American embassy for the first time 
in nearly seven yers — during the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war — this morning. They 
said he would drive directly from the 
ceremony to the airport, where .he was 
scheduled to leave for Israel. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 


Gromyko, who had talks in Damascus 
Thursday with President Hafez Assad, 


was sc'hedulH to arrive in Cairo around 
2 p.m. Friday. The timing meant Kissin- 
ger and Gromyko would not meet in 
Cairo. 


No details of the Assad-Gromyko talks 


were immediately disclosed. But Moscow 
was reported earlier to be applying pres- 
sure on Damascus to begin troop dis- 
engagement talks with Israel and end its 
boycott of the Geneva Middle East peace 
conference which is being sponsored 
jointly by the Soviet Union and United 
States. 


From Jerusalem, Kissinger is expected 


to fly on to Damascus with Israeli pro- 
posals for disengaging Israeli and Syrian 
forces on the Golan Heights. Kissinger 
paved the way for the negotiations when 
he flew into Jerusalem from Damascus 
Wednesday with a list of Israeli prison- 
ers of war held by the Syrians. Israel 
had demanded the list as a prerequisite 
for opening talks with Syria. 


When Kissinger leaves Damascus, a 


senior American official said, he hopes 
to have completed arrangements for Is- 
raeli-Syrian talks to begin, but where 
and how still were uncertain. 


Nixon will veto energy bill

President Nixon said Thursday he will 


veto the Emergency Energy Act because 
its price-cut provisions would lead to 
longer gas pump lines and to rationing. 


A White House spokesman said Nixon 


would send his veto message to Congress 
within the next few days. 


Nixon urged Congress Instead "to act 


on proposals we have before them — 
some of them for a very long time — to 
increase the supply of energy." 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford told a 


meeting of the National Association of 
Counties the bill "doesn't seek to solve 
the problem in the long haul. All it does 
is alleviate the existing shortages." 


The House of Representatives passed 


the long-delayed emergency energy bill 
Wednesday, including in it a provision to 
roll back oil prices as well as presiden- 
tial authority to order nationwide gaso- 
line rationing if necessary. 


Rep. Barley 0. Staggers, D-W. Va., the 


bill's House sponsor, called it "a con- 
sumer bill . . . for the poor people, the 
little people," and Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son, D-Wash., predicted Congress would 
vote to override any presidential veto. 


It takes a two-thirds majority in each 
house to override a veto, however, and 
the House had approved the bill by less 
than a 2 to 1 majority. 


Nixon's chief objection to the law is 


that its price ceiling provisions would, in 
his estimation, discourage production 
and dry up petroleum supplies. He also 
opposes a provision for special unem- 
p l o y m e n t compensation for persons 
knocked out of jobs- by the fuel shortage 
and he dislikes a clause that allows con- 
gressional veto of his energy decisions. 


In other developments 
• The latest statistics from the Ameri- 


can Petroleum Institute said domestic 
gasoline production increased by 14,000 
barrels a day in the week ended Feb. 22 
to a daily total of 6 million barrels. The 
API figures also said foreign crude oil 
imports rose to 2,412,000 barrels a day 
the same week compared to 1,901,000 
barrels a day the previous week. 


• In the House, opponents of legisla- 


tion that would place strict environmen- 
tal controls on strip mining won a techni- 
cal delay in-consideration of the bill in 
the House Interior Committee. Further 
action was deferred until Wednesday.

plan in Oakland, Calif., 


checks the contents of his shopping 
bag . . . three chickens, two cans of

Anastos, testifying before the Illinois 
Transportation Study Commission, said 
he gets telephone calls daily from "bro- 
kers" who offer to sell gasoline at high- 
er-than-market prices. 


Watergate 
indictments 
due today

Long-awaited indictments in the Water- 


gate break-in and cover-up were ex- 
pected to be handed down today by a 
federal grand jury in Washington that 
has investigated the case for more than 
20 months. 


It was believed a number of former 


close aides to President Nixon would be 
indicted, and one report said as many as 
40 persons would be named. 


The final roadblock to the indictments 


was cleared Thursday afternoon when 12 
jurors and 6 alternates were sworn in 
and sequestered in the New York City 
perjury and conspiracy trial of former 
Nixon cabinet members John Mitchell 
and Maurice Stans. Special Watergate 
Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski said he 


wouldn't allow release of any in- 
dictments until the jury was locked up, 
so as not to prejudice the Mitchell-Stans 
case. 


To date, legal action has been taken 


against 30 persons in the Watergate af- 
fair, but only one member of the so- 
called White House "inner circle" — for- 
mer counsel John Dean III — has been 
implicated in the main case. There have 
been reports that Mitchell, Stans and for- 
mer aides H. R. Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman will be among those indicted 
by the grand jury. 


Meantime, the Democratic National 


Committee agreed to settle its civil suit 
against the Committee to Re-elect the 
President over the break-in at its Water- 
gate headquarters in June, 1972. It was 
reported the Democrats would accept 
$775,000 in the $6.4 million suit, and the 
Republicans would drop counter suits. 


Also in Washington, President Nixon's 


attorneys argued before the House 
Judiciary Committee for the narrow in- 
terpretation of what is an impeachable 
offense, saying it could be only the con- 
stitutional stipulation of "treason, brib- 
ery or high crimes and misdemeanors."

to freeze the assessment rates Feb. 5 in 
an effort to equalize county assessments. 


Because the deadline for the revision,

County assessments has been extended 
from March 15 to May 15, as a result of 
the ruling, tax bills probably won't be 
out before Aug. I. 


The decision of the board of review 


states. "The Board of Review rules that 
said assessments be frozen at the as- 
sessed value placed on each parcel of 
land in the year 1972 by the townhip 
assessors of alt other townships with the 
exception of any Improvements so as- 
sessed In 1973: and. with the exception of 
any or all adjustments granted by the 
Board of Review, the Property Tax Ap- 
peal Board or appropriate court order, 
as the result of complaints filed .. ," 


The State Department of Local Gov- 


ernment Affairs sets the level of assess- 
ment each county should achieve. If the 
Lake County assessment falls short of 
what the DGLA has designated, the coun- 
ty is subject to another multiplier above 
the one determined by the supervisor of 
assessments.

said school officials plan on annual in- 
creases in the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty within school districts when deter- 
mining the budget. The assessed valu- 
ation in Dist. 125, he said, normally goes 
up about $7 to $8 million per year. 


"With the frozen assessments and no 


multiplier applied by the state, we could 
lose between $100,000 and $200,000 In the 
operations and maintenance funds which 
are the two main funds in our budget," 
Ellis said. 


DIST. 96 Supt. William Hitzeman esti- 


mates the loss to that district could run 
at least $91,000 in the education fund 
alone. 


If tax bills are not issued before Aug. 


1, school districts will not receive state 
operating funds before Sept. 1 and per- 
haps not until October. Last year's tax 
bills were out by June 20 and the schools 
got their money in July. 


Ellis said Dist. 125 could probably op- 


erate until Sept. 1 without the tax reve- 
nue, but would then probably have to is- 
sue tax anticipation warrants. Ellis 
added that the district might also have to 
borrow additional funds to make up the 
revenue lost due to the lower assess- 
ments. 


ABOUT $75,000 TO $100,000 in interest 


gained on tax funds normally invested in 
July also would be lost, the assistant su- 
perintendent added.

Before the bandit escaped, Gunn's 17- 


year-old daughter, Lisa, a student at Co- 
nant High School, fired a revolver at the 
fleeing man. 


Life for the Gunn family has been 


filled with apprehension since the rob- 
bery. Paul Gunn said yesterday. 


"It's the best thing that has happened 


today." Gunn said about news that Cohen 


is dead. 


"I don't want people to think I'm blood 


thirsty, but it's quite a relief to know the 
man is dead. I know my wife is going to 
sleep a lot better. 


"She wouldn't stay in the store without 


police protection for quite a while (after 
the episode in August). I had to hire a 
Schaumburg policeman for a while, then 
I had a part time (security) man. She 
just wouldn't be in the store with just 
another woman. 


"It has been expensive for me having 


to hire people, who are not sales people, 
just for protection."

most people." Also, the carton was ap- 
proved by the Department of Agricul- 
ture 
Now. what do you have to say

I sent the egg carton top to the Food 


and Drug Administration, and they sent 
it to the Department of Agriculture, and, 
from the letter It sounds like there has 
been some hanky-panky You can judge 
for yourself Here, in part, Is what the 
letter said 


'The carton you submitted did bear 


the shield (USDA) and was approved 
However our records show the labeling 
submitted for approval did not contain 
any statements about cholesterol This 
information was added to the label sub- 
sequent to approval. Accordingly, we 
have disapproved the further use of this 
carton until the statements in question 
are 
removed or changed in such a manner as 
not to be misleading 


"In approving labels of cartons bear- 


ing the official grade designation, we use 
as our criteria for approval the regu- 
lations of the Federal Food and Drug Ad-

think the consumers really do need a 
watch dog in terms of food and health 


So, "what do I have to say about that" 


in regards to the label Just thank you 
for sending it along so I could unmask 
the real truth and help to protect my 
readers from such practices As a doctor 
I am always dismayed to find products 
being promoted In this fashion when we 
spend so much time trying to help in- 
form people on what is good for their 
health I sincerely hope that no patients 
with heart disease or others who should 
be taking measures to control their blood 
cholesterol levels have been misled by 
such labels and resorted to dietary habits 
not good for their health 


I think it is safe to assume that the 


concept that elevated serum cholesterol 
levels increase the risk of heart attacks 
is on fairly solid ground It represents 
the thinking of most of the leading scien- 
tists working on this problem It remains 
true that the egg yolk is one of the rich- 
est sources of cholesterol in the average 
diet.

Where does Tally stand?

Taxes, taxes and more taxes. 
Nothing excites Joe Citizen more than 


taxes. Nothing hits closer to Joe Citizen's 
pocketbook than the taxes he pays on a 
home. 


A donnybrook Democratic assessor's 


primary is probably the most important 
race on the March 19 primary ballot. 


The hoopla, the charges, the counter- 


charges and the newspaper headlines 
have offered little discussion of the 
procedures 'that determine the tax-pur- 
pose value of Joe Citizen's home. Much" 
of the campaign is mudslinging, reaction 
and counter-reaction. 


To suburbanites, the view is frustra- 


ting. 


The campaign talk is of Chicago, its 


housing and its industry. The key ap- 
pearances are before unions and busi- 
nessmen's groups because that is where 
the campaign dollar is. 


Watching party-backed, former chief 


deputy assessor Tom Tully and maverick 
Aid. Ed Vrdolyak slug out the assessor's 
race is pure confusion. Every press re- 
lease, every press conference generates 
more questions than answers. 


Tully's well-oiled campaign machine 


now has proposed key changes in county 
assessment procedures, including ability 
to improve property without increasing 
assessment, ability to appeal assessment 
without hiring a lawyer, extension of the 
appeal period and improved notification 
to homeowners of assessment change. 


The proposals deserve scrutiny, but 


one must ask why Tully did not float 
them during his two years as chief depu- 
ty assessor. 


"I am my own man," Tufly insisted 


during an appearance before the Chicago 
Executives Assn. this week. But Tully is 
often difficult to gauge. A fine line splits 
Tully 'the candidate and Tully the repre- 
sentative of Assessor P. J. Cullerton. 


Tully won praise for his efforts to 


clean up the corrupt, outdated assessor's 
office between 1971 and 1973. 


But Tully, the former chief deputy as- 


sessor, jumps to a convenient defensive 
stance when asked about current prob-

lems in the office. He asserts he has 
nothing to do, as a former employe, with 
current weaknesses or problems. 


From this perspective the suburban 


campaign 
chest-thumping 
should 
be 


brief. The improvement job downtown is 
only half done: the statements seeking 
credit and the list of accomplishments 
are only half accurate. 


Communication is the key. "The best 


defense is to be open and to demonstrate 
your fairness,"Tully has said. 


Yes, openness has come to the asses- 


sor's office — but on a limited basis. 


Joe Citizen, if he contacts the right 


person, can receive assessment informa- 


tion. If he talks to the wrong person-, an- 
swers become vague, misleading or in- 
sulting. When the telephones ring at the 
Herald after every tax or assessment 
story, many of the complaints are about 
information dispensed downtown. 


Furthermore, local township assessors, 


who have no official connection with the 
county assessor, are cut off from pre- 
viously available information. Print-outs 
of assessments lists, and new assessment 
manuals, are scarce in Northwest subur- 
ban township offices. 


Each area township has an elected, sa- 


laried assessor who is a Republican. 
Some are diligent in their work and have 
been, in the past, the first stop for as- 
sessment complaints. 


Tully was instrumental in opening five 


county assessor's satellite offices which 
also are planned to provide homeowner 
information. Each office covers six town- 
ships and is provided with a computer 
terminal for access to downtown records. 


The terminal at 1612 W. Northwest 


Hwy. in Arlington Heights has functioned 
properly for only two weeks since the of- 
fice opened four months ago. When the 
terminal is not working, records take a 
week to travel from the Loop to the 
branch office, a visit revealed last week. 


Republicans talk of available space for 


the assessor's officials in township of- 
fices. The Republican township assessors 
even talk of willingness to aid in han- 
dling of homeowner calls. Without infor- 
mation, nothing is possible, they say. 


Whoever wins the primary assessor's 


race and whoever wins the assessor's of- 
fice in the fall general election should 
recognize that a first goal should be im- 
proved communication with suburban 
residents and officials.

We like Oakton site 


Three times since 1970 Oakton 


Community College has selected a 
permanent campus, and it looks 
like the third time is the charm. 


The Oakton board voted unani- 


mously last week to designate 170 
acres between Golf and Central 
roads along the Des Plaines River 
as the permanent campus for the 
college. The choice must now be 
approved by the Illinois Commu- 
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nity College Board (ICCB), the 
Board of Higher Education and the 
Capital Development Board. 


We endorse the Oakton board's 


choice. We believe the land on the 
river will provide a good home for 
the college, not only in the near fu- 
ture, but for years to come. 


In choosing the river site, the 


Oakton board rejected the alterna- 
tive that it try to remain on the 
present interim campus site which, 
even with additional land added to 
the present campus, only contains 
23 acres. 


In addition, the college board 


chose not to wait any longer to see 
if high school districts on the North 
Shore will join Oakton or form 
their own college district. 


These two factors mean the col- 


lege will face opposition to its 
choice, particularly from residents 
of Skokie who have argued either 
for the interim site or for a merger 
with the North Shore districts. 


However, we agree with those 


members of the Oakton board who 
have argued that the college should 
not wait any longer for the North 
Shore to make a decision. The 
ICCB has tentatively said the 
North Shire districts will be re- 
quired to form their own district. 
Even though there is now a move 
by some residents of that area to 
encourage merger with Oakton, 
the move comes after too much de- 
lay. A merger between Oakton and 
the North Shore would be a reluc- 
tant marriage, at best. 


In addition, the interim site, even 


though it is closer for residents of 
the southeast part of the Oakton 
district, is simply too small for the 
college. If Oakton chose to remain 
on there, it would be strangled as it 
grows. 


We hope the ICCB and other 


state agencies will act without de- 
lay to approve the college's choice. 
Oakton has been without a campus 
for a long time. Now that a good 
decision has been made, the col- 
lege shouldn't have to wait much 
longer.

Jackson could reverse '72 defeat

WASHINGTON - "A lot of people 


think I'm going around organizing a 
campaign" for the Presidency, U.S. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson said just before flying 
off on a three-state political speaking 
tour. 


"I'm not engaged in any nationwide ef- 


fort." Jackson insisted. "I'm basically 
tending to my knitting." 


But the people here who know Jackson 


best say the Washington Democrat is 
running and running hard, determined 
not to make the mistakes of his unsuc- 
cessful 1972 attempt for his party's presi- 
dential nomination, 


Jackson spoke in 27 elates last year in 


between a legislative workload that kept 
him center stage in the Senate on at 
least a half dozen Issues from free emi- 
gration for Soviet Jews to the energy 
crunch. 


Thus 
far 
this year, 
turning the 


spotlight on the energy crisis, Jackson 
has hit 10 states, holding news confer- 
ences, supporting candidates, and further 
cementing his strong ties to organized la- 
bor and the American Jewish commu- 
nity. Meanwhile, he has been actively 
courting party leaders who backed Sen. 
George McGovern. 


.Sitting In his spacious Senate office, 


Jackson is eager to talk about what he

"significant changes" in the 


D e m o c r a t i c Party since the 1972 
McGovern disaster. 


He senses a "different climate and a 


discernible shift" within the party to- 
ward many of his own long-held views on 
defense and foreign policy. He sees sup- 
port for his calls for caution on detente 
with 
the Russians and maintaining 


s t r o n g defenses until mutual dis- 
armament can be negotiated. 


The 1972 party convention was "cen- 


tered around Vietnam" and he had been 
portrayed as the party's "cold warrior." 


Now, he believes, the issues on which 


he has made himself an expert — ener- 
gy, trade, defense — have "fallen into 


place" and he is there at the right time 
to benefit from them. 


His handling of energy legislation in 


the Senate as chairman of the Interior 
Committee and his Investigations Sub- 
committee which has probed the oil in- 
dustry has given him the recognition he 
never had in 1972. 


"It's an entirely different ballgame 


now," Jackson says with more than a 
trace of satisfaction. "I'm identified with 
the things that are bugging Americans." 


Jackson's new ascendency within the 


party really began Dec. 9, 1972, the day 
that Democratic National Chairman Rob- 
ert Strauss was elected. AFL-CIO politi- 
cal leaders ran the Strauss campaign out 
of Jackson's office and forged an alliance 
that Jackson hopes will work for him in 
1976. 


And his stepped-up speaking schedule 


shows the emphasis he is placing on that 
alliance — addressing a midwest region- 
al meeting of COPE, labor's political 
arm, then delivering the keynote speech 
before the International Association of 
Machinists. In March, Jackson keynotes 
the Communication Workers of Amer- 
ica's convention and speaks at a dinner 
honoring I. W. Abel, president of the 
steehvorkers union/Both the Machinists 
and the Communication Workers sup- 
ported MeGovenn. 


Big labor, if it is to play a decisive role 


in the 1976 presidential race, must par- 
ticipate in the primaries to win its share 
of the delegates to the national con- 
vention, Jackson says. 


"I would expect that labor would move 


early rather than wait until it's over," he 
says. 


Jackson will make his move, strate- 


gists say, irrespective of what Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy decides to do in early 
1976. 


Kennedy is "the clear frontrunner" 


now, Jackson says, but so was Sen. Ed- 
mund S. Muskie at the beginning of 1972. 


Jackson, aides say, believes Kennedy 


could have the nomination if the con- 
vention were held today "but not neces- 
sarily two years from now. By then the 
picture could completely change." (UPI)

VETERANS BENEFITS. A GI bill to expand educational 


benefits for 6.7 million Vietnam - era veterans passed 382 - 0. 


The bill now goes to the Senate. If it becomes law, veterans 


will get a 13.6 per cent boost In monthly educational allow- 
ances — an increase from $220 to $250 in the basic monthly 
rote. 


The benefits are available for up to 10 years after dis- 


charge. Present law cuts off benefits after eight years. The 
bill also lets more disabled vets take advantage of vocational 
rehabilitation programs. 


The liberalized benefits will cost an average of $280 million 


per year over the next five years. In fiscal 1973 the GI bill 
and vocational rehabilitation programs cost $2.64 billion.

GOLDEN GATE PARK: A bill to add 875 acres to the 


Golden Gate National Recreational Park, adjacent to San 
Francisco, at a cost of $5.6 million, passed 284 - 88. 


The bill was offered under a suspension of the rules, a 


parliamentary situation that does not permit a bill to be 
amended. The bill was later sent to the Senate. 


Supporters argued that the 875 acres, which were inadver- 


tently left out when the park was established in 1972. are 
needed to preserve certain scenic areas and to allow for ac- 
cess roads and park service buildings. 


Opponents argued that the bill should be defeated and then 


reconsidered under rules allowing amendments, They ob- 
jected to provisions that establish an "unwieldy" procedure 
for expanding the Golden Gate Advisory Commission and that 
condemn 8.25 acres for valuable commercial land. Some op- 
ponents objected to spending the $5.6 million.

ENERGY BILL: The long-delayed conference report on the 


energy emergency bill, passed 67-32. 


The conference report, which now goes to the House, calls 


for a rollback of domestic crude oil prices to no more than 
$7,09 a barrel from the present price of about $10 a barrel. 


Other controversial provisions, such as easing of air pollu- 


tion control laws, were approved by the Senate, 


The bill also authorizes the President to impose gasoline 


rationing and authorizes $500 million for special relief for 
unemployment due to the energy crisis. 


Supporters argued that Congress must stop delaying the 


energy bill. They said that $7.09 a barrel for crude oil repre- 
sents a fair compromise between the consumers' need for 
price relief and the oil companies' need for profits. 


Opponents argued that establishing an arbitrarily low price 


for crude oil will force oil companies to sell more-profitable 
imported oil and thus will discourage the development of self- 
sufficient, domestic energy sources.

Watch yourself: 55-mph limit 
'grace period* ending 


Drivers have only a few days now to 


get out of the groove of traveling 70 
miles per hour, or it will start costing 
money. 


Effective at 12:01 a.m. Monday, the 


federal requirement of 55-m.p.h. speed 
limits in the state will take effect, and 
the week-long adjustment period will be 
over. 


State police have been busy this week 


warning motorists who exceeded the 55- 
m.p.h. limit that legally went into effect 
last Monday. In the state, the first three 
days of the trial period yielded 2,163 
warning tickets for speeding, plus 380 ar- 
rests. Dist. 15, which is the state tollway 
police, recorded 315 warning tickets and 
35 arrests for the three days, which is 
the reverse of the normal ratio, accord- 
ing to Robert Fatten, district command- 
er. 


Dist. 3, headquartered in Des Plaines, 


wrote 114 warning tickets and made 14 


arrests in the same period of time. 


MOST MOTORISTS seem to be observ- 


ing the new limits already, Patton said. 
The predicted benefit of less traffic fatal- 
ities is also being proven, he said. Fatali- 
ties have been reduced by 66 for the first 
two months of this year compared to last 
year. 


Patton said the slower speed itself is 


not directly resulting in less deaths. "It's 
not so much the speed, but the com- 
pression of the speed differential," he 
said, meaning that vehicles are traveling 
closer to the same speeds now. 


Before, minimum speed was 45 m.p.h. 


and maximum was 70, leaving a differ- 
ence of 25 m.p.h. Now the maximum is 
55 m.p.h. and the minimum is still the 
same, so the difference is only 10 m.p.h. 
That prevents a lot of lane changing and 
weaving, which are the primary reasons 
for accidents on highspeed tollways and 
expressways, Patton said.

A U.S. District Court order that would 


have prohibited further use of X-ray ma- 
chines for security searches at O'Hare 
and other major airports has been de- 
layed until March 14. 


Judge Harrington D, Parker ordered 


the two-week postponement yesterday, a 
day after he ordered that use of the ma- 
chines be curtailed. The Federal Avia- 
tion Administration requested the post- 
ponement. Closing down the machines 
would have bogged down the airports 
while carry-on baggage 
was hand- 


searched, the airlines said. 


The judge's ruling Wednesday was the 


result of a suit filed by the Aviation Con- 
sumer Action Project, which is associ- 
ated with consumer advocate Ralph Nfe- 
der. The suit charged that persons af- 
fected by the FAA rule allowing the 
X-ray searches were mot allowed to com- 
ment before the procedure went into ef- 
fect. 


Judge Parker had ruled Wednesday 


that use of the X-ray machines would be 
stopped immediately until the FAA filed 
an assessment statement certifying that 
the devices are not harmful to the envi- 
ronment. He gave no reason for the post-

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No epidemic, says doctor 
Leukemia hits 19 
Prospect Hts. cats 


A rash of leukemia cases in cats has 


been reported in the Prospect Heights 
area. 


Dr. David G. Aul, of the Care Animal 


Hospital, 1203 E. Palatine Rd., Arlington 
Heights, yesterday said he has had 19 
confirmed cases of the blood disease In 
cats In the past two months. Although 
dozens of cats are afflicted with the dis- 
ease each year In the Northwest suburbs, 
It is somewhat unusual to have so many 
cases in one area in such a short time. 


Dr. Aul said, however, that the situ- 


ation Is "not an epidemic at all" and the 
increase In confirmed cases could be 
due. in part, to more extensive testing of 
sick cats. There is "some kind of a prob- 
lem in Prospect Heights," he added. 


A CHECK WITH several other animal 


hospitals throughout the area confirmed 
Dr. Aul',1 statement as none of the other 
hospitals had a significant number of leu- 
kemia cases recently. 


The Mt. Plalnes Animal Clinic, 864 E. 


Northwest Hwy.. Mount Prospect, said It 
has had only three cases since Septem- 
ber and the Plum Grove Animal Clinic, 
1455 S. Hicks Rd.. Palatine, reported it 
had only three cases all last year. 


The disease is highly contagious and 


usually affects cats that spend much 
time outside. Some of the symptoms are 
a cat that acts sluggish, anemic or quits 
eating. Although not fatal Immediately, 
it Is often recommended the cat be de- 
stroyed 
because 
the disease-causing 


virus can be passed so easily to other 
cats. 


AMONG veterinarians, there is ells- 


agreement on whether the disease can be 
passed to humans, In particular small 
children. Dr. Charles Esser, of the Pros- 
pect Animal Hospital, 821 N. Rand Rd., 
Mount Prospect, said the disease is defi-

nitely not transmittable to humans. (He 
reports only two or three cases a month, 
even though his hospital is near the edge 
of Prospect Heights.) 


On the other hand, Dr. Timothy Wall- 


ace, of the Palatine Animal Hospital on 
U.S. Rte. 14 in Palatine, said he is un- 
sure whether there is a danger to hu- 
mans. He said the experts "are just un- 
sure." Wallace recommends the cat be 
killed if it is found to have the disease. A 
short-term treatment exists, but it is not 
recommended, he added. 


The majority of veterinarians who 


spoke to The Herald yesterday however, 
sided with Esser In saying the disease 
cannot spread to humans. Whether a cat 
has the disease can be determined by 
testing a sample of its blood. Aul said he 
sends blood samples to laboratories in 
California and New Jersey and it takes 
about two weeks for the result. 


Each veterinarian had the same ad- 


vice. If your cat is ill and you think it 
might have the disease, you should bring 
it in to an animal hospital for testing as 
soon as possible. 


LEUKEMIA STRIKES cats, too, and it 


is very contagious among felines. In

ponement except that it was at the 
request of the federal government. 


Neal Callahan, public affairs officer 


for the FAA Great Lakes region, which 
includes Chicago, said yesterday, "The 
administrative procedure is permitting 
airlines to perform passenger baggage 
search with X-ray, by memo, rather than 
rule-making, is the pivotal point of the 
controversy." 


Under rule-making procedures, public 


hearings are conducted, he said, but the 
memo authorizing airlines to use X-ray 
units did not provide for public hearings 
and comments. 


The delay gives the FAA time to begin 


the rule-making procedure or appeal the 
court ruling, Callahan said. "The court 
order makes no mention of X-ray safety. 
The units used by airlines have been 
deemed safe by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration," he said. "There will be no 
changes in present hand-baggage X-ray 
search at least until March 14."

Suih table lamps and similar shades 


which hung from the celling are often 
refencd to as "stained glass,' but stain- 
ing is a form of painting to color the 
gla=!S and form pictures, such as found in 
some church windows More properly, 
the colored marblelzed glass shown in 
the lamp pictured should be referred to 
as "leaded ' 


ANOTHER TYPE of shade was made 


of much larger pieces of glass, either 
bent into a curved shape or made in flat 
panels Inserted into a metal framework 
These came later and are usually not so 
colorful and much less expensive The 
most common color of these "bentglass" 
shades is a sort of amber, or but- 
terscotch or pale green 


Jn the late 1920s and '30s, such lamps 


Were considered old-fashioned and ugly, 
aid many were thrown on the trash by 
persons who wanted a new modern look 
in electric fixtures (Incidentally, these 
lighting devices were always electric, 
and as such are not actually antique, for 
the fact of electric lights Is not antique

Williams, an excellent songwriter, does 


not have one of the strongest voices in 
the music business, but this time out he 
Is more than adequate. In addition, Ken- 
ny Ascher (who also co-wrote four of the 
songs) has done an excellent production 
job and created some beautiful and stim- 
ulating arrangements. 


Probably best known for writing hits 


for others (or for appearing as an ape in 
the "Planet of the Apes" movie series), 
Williams does Ms own version of one of 
his best songs in this album. It'b "Rainy 


Pant 
Williams 


Days and Mondays" which he wrote with 
Roger Nichols in 1970 and the Carpenters 
made famous. 


Another highlight of the album is 


"What Would They Say?" a song about 
leaving the urban way of life and going 
to the country. (Sound familiar to Three 
Dog Night's hit, "Out In the Country," 
which Williams also wrote?) "What 
Would" is one of two songs in the album 
which previously have been recorded by 
Helen "I Am Woman" Reddy. The other 
is "If We Could Still Be Friends," anoth- 
er good song, 


ONE OF MY favorites from this album 


Is "That's What Friends Are For," which 
has one of the album's best arrange- 
ments The album opens with a whimsic- 
al tribute to two of Williams' friends and 
contemporaries. Marry Nilsson and Ran- 
dy Newman. Called "Nllsson Sings New- 


man," it refers to an album of the same 
name which Nilsson did in 1970. 


The song provokes a comparison Wil- 


liams lyrics aren't as biting in their hu- 
mor as are Newman's. Williams tends to 
write ballads more. And Nilsson has the 
best voice of the three, although his 
songs — with a rare exception — are not 
as well written. 


This album should be a must for all 


lovers of the well-written popular song 
which is more than just background mu- 
sic.

"Sundown" (Reprise records) is his new- 
est album and another good collection of 
songs. 


His six-minute "Seven Island Suite" is

need for money turned into a frightening 
obsession. 


The time Is again ripe for Clifford 


Odets' emotionally charged drama that 
is currently 
playing at the Forum 


Theatre in Summit. 


"Awake and Sing" is more than a his- 


torical replay. It constitutes a greater 
moral value than a dusted off antique. 
The theatrical offering is real and touch- 
Ing. Today, 1974, our attention has again 
turned to money, the need for it, and all 
Us ensuing frustrations. 


Odets brilliantly weaves what In 1935 


must have come off as a striking, force- 
ful warning and currently Is a timely re- 
minder ... of just how far we haven't 
come. 


GRANDPA SAYS it well when he 


urges his grandson to "wake up and 
make your life sing. Life isn't printed on 
dollar bills." 


The three-act drama is not pleasant by 


any stretch of the imagination, but it is 
contagion;, to a spellbinding degree. 


The language is harsh and bold yet 


softened by Odets' ability to poke humor 
in the most pathetic of situations through 
deft handling of characterization and dia- 
log.

welfare. 


CHARLES CILONA plays the angry 


young man, Ralph Berger, and Gertrude 
Berman is his mother, Bessie, a domi- 
nant figure whom one gradually comes 
to pity rather than berate, for her sincer- 
ity is beyond reproach. 


She worries over her family for all the 


wrong reasons of course, its social posi- 
tion and reputation. And she will stop at 
nothing to save family tradition and the 
name of Berger.

Laughs abound in 'Flowers'

On a cold winter's night "Send Me No 


Flowers" was a welcome respite from 
shivers, slush and shortages. Nobody had 
to stand in line for laughs; they were in 
abundance. 


Fast paced, well cast and funny, the 


current production of Schaumburg Festi- 
val Theatre offers a light evening's en- 
tertainment in the multipurpose room of 
S c h a u m b u r g Township Library. It 
abounds in youth as well as mirth, and it 
was rewarding to see some of the area's 
younger players demonstrate their ma- 
turity on stage, 'albeit a rather restricted 
arena to display their talents. 


Harding Stephens, who turned in an ex- 


cellent performance as the son in "Oh 
Dad Poor Dad," Festival's black comedy 
of last fall, maintains his standards as 
the hypochondriac hero of "Send Me No 
Flowers," George Kimball. 


YOU NAME IT, George has had it. 


And when George hears his doctor dis- 
cussing a cardiac case on the phone, he's 
convinced his days are numbered, so he 
sets about to 'be sure his wife, Judy, will 
be cared for after his demise. 


Sandy Reimann plays the ever lovin' 


wife who's learned to live with George's 
imagined Illnesses. This was the first 
time I've seen Sandy in action though 
she has appeared in a number of area 
productions. I was favorably impressed 
by her portrayal of the seemingly de- 
pendent little woman who shows surpris- 
ing strength when she discovers her hus- 
band's about to die ... 
and a streak of 


independence when she thinks he's been 
unfaithful. 


The case is complicated further with 


the arrival of Bert Powers, a college 
friend of the Kimballs, played by Bill 
Jackson. George sees Bert as a worthy 
successor to himself as Judy's mate. 
Jackson is convincing as the hearty and 
financially successful Bert, who's quite 
content to escort Judy while her "dying" 
husband remains at home. 


THE DOCTOR whose phone diagnosis 


creates this mix-up is portrayed by 
George Wajda. George characterizes his 
portrayal 
in the program notes as 


"amazing," but a more apt description is 
amusing. Though not on stage long, he 
adds much to the overall performance. 


Ray Di Cosola appears in the other 


major role, that of George Kimball's 
lawyer, Arnold Nash. Among the young- 
er members of the cast, he is excellent 


as the teywer-neighbor-friend who takes 
to the bottle when he hears of George's 
imminent demise. 


In a lesser part that's nonetheless vital 


to the plot is Dick Kelly as Mr. Akins, 
who sells cemetery plots with the zest of 
an Arizona land hustler. Kelly is very 
good as he gets George's signature on 
the dotted line ... of a thousand dollar 
check. 


Others in the cast with bit parts in- 


clude Rita De Marco, Bob Maidel, Bill 
Paige, Andy Pullaro and Toni Pullaro. 


"SEND ME NO FtOWERS" is some- 


what handicapped by the inadequacies of 
the multipurpose room as a theater. 
Exits are some distance from the main 
arena of action. Bu despite these short- 
comings, the cast keeps the play moving 
and there's no lag of interest. Director 
Joe McAuliffe deserves credit for that. 


Props are really minimal in the the- 


ater-in-the-round setting, and the au- 
dience must utilize its imagination, yet 
there's no problem. The actors involve 
the viewers sufficiently that few props 
are needed. 


George Kimball may not want flowers, 


but the cast of "Send Me No Flowers" 
certainly deserves bouquets for providing 
a delightful evening of coniedy.

Pamphlet tadviyes 
on garnishment 


If you ever find yourself unable to keep 


up with credit payments, the person or 
company that gave you the credit could 
claim a portion of your wages in court. 
This is called wage garnishment. 


To explain how you're protected, the 


U.S. Labor Department has put out a 
pamphlet — "The Federal Wage Gar- 
nishment Law." The amount that may be 
garnished is limited to one-quarter of 
your earnings after taxes and Social Se- 
curity deductions. But you can't be left 
with less than 30 times the minimum 
wage. 


The law also prohibits an employer 


from firing you because your pay has 
been garnished. For a copy of the 
pamphlet, write to Consumer Informa- 
tion, Pueblo, Colo.

NATIONAL SELECT D MOFTIC ANS 
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making church 'activist' 


by DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - After two years of 


pretty much marking time, American 
churchmen are once again talking about 
a renewed social activist role for the na- 
tion's churches and synagogues. 


The reason: Watergate. 
"Watergate has put an end to con- 


frontation politics among the branches of 
government." according to Albert Vor- 
span, director of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations' social action pro- 
gram. 


As a first step to revitalized domestic 


social action coalition, Vorspan and 17 
other religious leaders — many of them 
active in the new dormant religious anti- 
war and civil rights efforts — have 


joined to form what they call the "Reli- 
gious Committee for Integrity in Govern- 
ment." 


Among the sponsors of the committee 


are such mainline churchmen as Sterling 
Cary, president of the National Council 
of Churches, Robert Campbell, general 
secretary 
of the American Baptist 


Churches in the U S A ; Bishop Carroll 
T. Dozier of the 
Roman Catholic 


Church's Memphis diocese; Robert V. 
Moss, president of the United Church of 
Christ, and Clarie Collins Harvey, presi- 
dent of Church Women United. 


"THE TIMES CALL for citizen affir- 


mation of political responsibility, not cy- 
nicism" the committee said in announc- 
ing itself.

The committee, which will work 


through Washington-based staff people of 
the various agencies and groups, makes 
no bones about describing Watergate as 
a moral as well as constitutional crisis. 


It lists as its immediate goals: "clari- 


fication" of moral issues involved; "Jus- 
tice for the President and the American 
people;" election campaign reform, in- 
cluding public financing of campaigns, 
and "restoration of constitutional checks 
and balances," including a challenge of 
President Nixon's use of impoundment of 
appropriated funds "and the abuse and 
improper assumption of the functions of 
law enforcement agencies." 


Bishop James Armstrong of United 


Methodist Church, a sponsor of the com- 
mittee, said it would work to "resensitize 
the conscience of the land." 


"We have been dead to and have 


worn blinders in the presence of crimi- 
nality, tax evasion, dirty tricks, gross 
violations of civil liberties and blatant in- 
vasions of privacy," 


VORSPAN SEES the Watergate crisis 


as providing even wider opportunities for 
securing "significant federal legislative 
solutions to neglected social problems in 
American life." 


The time is ripe, he believes, for a re- 


newal of the civil rights coalition of the 
1960s, composed of religious, ethnic and 
labor organizations. 


Such a coalition, according to Vorspan, 


could work as a "social conscience" task 
force aimed at the issues of civil rights 
laws, urban problems, ecology and eco- 
nomic programs for the poor. 


There are some indications such as 


a coalition might be joined by some here- 
tofore unlikely allies — evangelicals. 


IN THE PAST, evangelicals have been 


noted more for their support of the politi- 
cal and social status quo than for activ- 
ism in the worldly realm of politics and 
power. 


But there are increasing signs that 


evangelicals are rediscovering an awak- 
e n e d social consciousness, 
a con- 


sciousness that from a political stand- 
point often places them in the same 
camp as their theological foes in mam- 
stream churches. 


Jim Walks, editor of the evangelical 


activist magazine "The Post American," 
summed up widespread evangelical feel- 
ings in an editorial on Watergate: 


"The most important thing which could 


result from the Watergate episode is not 
the impeachment of the President. Rath- 
er it would be hope of lessons learned by 
•the church about its responsibilities, 
about its mission in this society."

WASHINGTON (UPI) — David E. An- 


derson, a member of the Washington bu- 
reau of United Press International since 
1967, was named today as UPI religion 
writer succeeding the late Louis Cassels 
He will take over Cassels' column and 
spot religion news responsibilities. 


Anderson, 32, also will write special ar- 


ticles from time to time on social trends 
and issues, ranging from civil rights and 
the quality of life in the United States to 
abortion and amnesty for war resisters. 


H. L. Stevenson, editor-in-chief and 


vice president, who announced the ap- 
pointment, said Anderson will be based 
in Washington and will report to Wash- 
ington Manager Grant Dillman. 


ANDERSON, WHO has been writing a 


religion column for UPI's national UPI 
broadcast wire the past four years, also 
has been handling religion features and 
some spot religion news as a member of 
the Washington general staff since Cas- 
sels returned to his home in Aiken, S.C., 
in i970 following a heart attack. 


Born in Minneapolis, Anderson attend- 


ed the University of Minnesota and be- 
gan his news career as, a copy aide on 
the Minneapolis Star-Tribune. He moved 
to Washington in 1965 to attend American 
University and took a similar job with 
the Washington UPI bureau. 


In September, 1968, Anderson was pro- 


moted to reporter, specializing in Puerto 
Rican affairs in Washington. He became 
a member of the general staff in 1972. 


He had a key role in UPI coverage of 


the anti-war movement in the late 1960's 
and early 1970's, including the various 
Washington protest marches. 


Anderson, a Lutheran, and his wife, 


Margaret, have two children, a son and a 
daughter.

Why has Jesus been remembered? 


EDITOR'S NOTE: At the time of his 


death of a licnrt attack on Jan, 23, Louis 
C'assels. I'nllctl Press International Se- 
nior Editor ami priziMvinnlng religion 
writer, was working on a series of arti- 
cles nn " The Life ami Tcaching-i of 
Jesus." The series was not completed 
btil before he died Casscls had written a 
remarkable new portrait of the man 
knnun lit Jrius who was to die on a 
cross on Calvary and whose resurrection 
i« celebrated on Easter Sunday. This is 
the first of three articles depleting Jesus 
Christ as Louis Cassels interpreted him.

Nearly 2.000 years ago, a young Jew 


quit his |ob tn a carpenter's shop and sot 
forth on a brief career as an itinerant 
teacher and healer In Galilee, a dusty 
rural province of Roman-occupied Pales- 
tine. 


Within a relatively short time — three 


jears at most, perhaps only a year — he 
was arrested, convicted on charges of 
"stirring up the people,'1 and was put to 
death by Roman authorities who had an 
inordinate fear of seditious activities 
among subject populations. 


His name was Jesus. By all rules of 


historical logic, he should have been 
quickly forgotten after his execution sent 
his small band of disciples scurrying into 
hiding to save their own lives. 


Instead, he Is today by far the best- 


known and most widely revered person 
wiio ever lived upon the earth. 


PONDER THIS paradox. Nothing that 


will later be said about him Is half so 
M.iange as the fact that you should be 
reading n series of articles on his life 
and teaching 20 centuries after his igno- 
minious death In an obscure corner of 
tup Roman Empire. 


Jesus' Impact on history — an impact 


that shows no sign of diminishing — may 
bo attributed in part to personality: hie 
certainly is one of the most admirable 
and attractive figures In human history. 
It mav also be attributed In part to the 
drectness and lucidity of his teaching, 
\vhich has proved relevant to human 
needs and problems in every age, nation 
and culture. 


But none of this explains why he 


'••muld have been remembered at all. 
'(V Christian explanation for that fact is 
that something very extraordinary hap- 
peiuxl after Jesus was put to death. If 
th- •story seems hard to believe, it's even 
lutder to erme up with an historically 
(ihusible alternative. 


Most of what we know about Jesus' ca- 


reer comes trom the New Testament, a 
rather disjointed collection of biograph- 
ical sketches, travel accounts, letters 
and apocalyptic "end of the world" writ- 
IIT"! left behind by his followers, who be- 
came the founding fathers of the Chris- 
tum Church. 


HIT THERE ALSO are descriptions of 


Jesus and his activities in secular his- 
tnrifs of the period, and if these do not 
niroborale all details of the Christian 
record, neither do they contradict any of 
t'tem. 


For a large part of this century, it was

fashionable among Christian scholars to 
treat the New Testament, and especially 
its four "gospels," which are the main 
source 
of biographical detail 
about 


Jesus, as historically unreliable docu- 
ments, because they were produced by 
believers in Jesus who were clearly 
biased in his favor. 


This vogue of debunking the gospels 


has largely faded out in recent years. 
Today, the best Biblical scholars of Ku- 
rope and America agree with the verdict 
of the great German theologian Gunther 
Bomkamm that "the gospels bring be- 
fore our eyes the historical person of 
Jesus with the utmost vividness and au- 
thenticity." 


This reappraisal of the gospels is based 


partly on a belated recognition that no 
one — least of all the uneducated fish- 
ermen and farmers who were his dis- 
ciples — could have invented such a 
unique and compelling figure as Jesus. 


IT ALSO OWES something to the real- 


ization that the gospel writers recorded 
many things they clearly did not under- 
stand, which certainly would not be true 
of made-up stories. And they allowed the 
record to stand with unharmonized con- 
tradictions of detail, which any news re- 
porter can tell you is the surest guaran- 
tee that you are dealing with genuine 
eyewitness accounts. 


Back in the debunking era, one of the 


reasons commonly given for doubting the 
accuracy of the New Testament record 
was the widely held assumption that the 
four gospels were not written un*il a 
good many years after Jesus' death 
Scholars thought Mark's gospel was the 
earliest and believed, on what is now 
seen lo have been slender evidence, that 
it probably was written in Rome about 68 
A D. The Fourth Gospel, which bears the 
name of the Apostle John, was consid- 
ered a very i late production, 
perhaps 


coming from an unknown scribe of the 
third century A D 


Recent archaeological discoveries and 


new information about the language and 
concepts prevalent in Palestine during 
the time ol Jesus have undermined thesis 
theories. It now appears that Mark's gos- 
pel may have been written within a few 
years of Jesus' death, and John's gospel 
easily could have been written within the 
lifetime of the Apostle whose name it 
bears, 


BESIDES THE four gospels, the most 


important sections of the New Testa- 
ment, in terms of the light they shed on 
the life and teaching of Jesus, are a book 
called The Acts of the Apostles,- written 
by a Greek physician named Luke who 
was a very careful reporter of the trav- 
els and preaching of the Apostle Paul, 


and a series of letters written by Paul 
himself to the young churches lie estab- 
lished during his missionary journeys 
thiough Asia Minor. 


Paul's letters, dating from as early as 


5fi A.D., provide some details of the ac- 
tivities and sayings of Jesus that are not 
duplicated in the gospels. But their most 
important contribution is what they tell 
us about the spirit of Jesus' teaching. 


The remarkable thing about all of 


these ancient documents is the fact that 
even though they were written at differ- 
ent times and places by very different 
types of men, they all present a plainly 
recognizable picture of the same pow- 
erful personality. 


The writers may have been impressed 


by different aspects of Jesus' ministry, 
or they may have placed differing inter- 
pretations on his deeds and words. But 
they clearly were talking about the same 
person — a person so complex none of 
them fully understood him. 


Anyone who reads the New Testament 


with an open mind is virtually driven to 
the conclusion that there is an essentially 
authentic account of the life and teaching 
of a real, historical, dynamic, infinitely 
intriguing person.

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Two state meets; wrestlers visit Champaign

End of the line. 
The conductor won't holler It out when 


the train stops off In Champaign and a 
lot of vehicles on the expressway won't 
even slow down as they zoom on by this 
central Illinois metropolis en route to St. 
Louis or Chicago or Indianapolis or Des 
Moines. 


But for about 200 class AA wrestlers 


the road doesn't go any farther than the 
University of Illinois Assembly Hall to- 
day and tomorrow. Nad only a dozen of 
them will make It up that last tortuous 
climb. 


The tournament In Champaign this 


weekend culminates a season of success, 
ful labor for 24 grapplers from each of 
seven sectional meets conducted around 
the slntc last week plus another 24 repre- 
senting Chicago. Among this elite group 
will lie 13 from the Herald area, trying 
just as hard as the rest to reach the pin- 
nacle of state prep, wrestling for 1074. 


The rules are easy now . . . just win 


four straight bouts. But the opposition is 
as rugged as It will ever get. 


For a couple of the local entries, in 


fact, the setup is downright awesome. All 
pairings were the result of a blind draw 
but they couldn't have served Conant's 
John Beck or Buffalo Grove's Bob Daul- 
ton any worse. 


Beck, at 132 pounds, opens against the 


only foe who has beaten him all season. 
And if he is fortunate enough to get by 
that one, he must hook up with probably 
the most fearsome underclassman at the 
whole tournament, 
a youngster who 


could conceivably go down state four 
straight years and win three consecutive 
titles. 


Daulton, at 98, begins by facing the ju- 


nior ranked by Wrestling Today maga- 
zine as number one in his weight class. A 
win then merely puts him against the 
only returning member of last year's 
state championship squad and a fourth 
place finisher at 'Champaign a year ago. 


For some of the other area grapplers 


the road Is only slightly less rocky. 
Arlington 112-poundcr Mike Bryan meets 
last year's number two finisher at 105. 
Maine East's Jay Check at 119 begins 
one bout away from southern Illinois' fi- 
nest and a youngster who placed fifth in 
state at 112 a year ago. 


Maine West heavyweight Stan Cordts 


must contend with a state finals veteran 
rights off and Maine East's Ron Grant is 
only a match away from another re- 
turnee and one picked by many to walk 
away with the heavyweight title. Even 
Wheeling's unbeaten Ken Smith won't 
make It to the finals before meeting up 
with the only guy rated ahead of him at 
167. 


Others could have it 'better. Palatine 


155-pounder Lon Marchel and Elk Grove 
145-pounder Leo Montemayor have an 
excellent crack at the finals and Schaum- 
burg's Gary Evans (105) and Terry Rud- 
dy (112) along with Grenadier Rick Mor- 
ris (126) are in good shape to advance at 
least to the semis.

should get his crucial test in the quarter- 
finals meanwhile. 


Last year 8,557 fans filed into the 


mushroom-shaped area for the 
final 


championship round and the total attend- 
ance for the four sessions peaked over 
the 30,000 mark. Even more spectators 
should be on hand this year as the Illi- 
nois State High School Athletic Associ- 
ation inaugurates a two class system. 


Team-wise, East Leyden should have 


no trouble recapturing the top prize they 
first annexed in I960. No other club will 
possibly come within 20 points of them. 


Individually, here's a brief rundown of 


the action: 


98 Pounds — Look for a rematch of 


West Leyden's sectional finals with Wal- 
ter Dye of Fenton turning the tables on 
unbeaten Tony DeGuida of Ridgewood 
this time.

Gym star Gary Morava 
dies; services Monday

Gary Morava, an All-American 


in every sense of the word, died 
Thursday at 1 a.m. in Firmin 
Desloge Hospital at St. Louis 
University Medical Institute. 


Funeral services, which are 


pending, will be held Monday 
and will be handled by Mate Fu- 
neral Home, 410 E. Rand Rd., 
Mount Prospect. 


Morava was flown to the in- 


firmary by chartered plane In 
critical condition Tuesday after- 
noon after suffering spinal dam- 
age at a Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity gymnastics practice. 


"He was doing a li'lck he's 


done hundreds of times," South- 
ern conch Bill Mcade explained. 
"It was a two nttd three-quarter 
somersault and he didn't quite 
mnke It." 


Morava's Injury was diagnosed 


as a fracture of the third and 
fourth cervical vertebrae in the 
upper back. He was paralyzed 
from the neck down, but never 
lost consciousness. 


The 21-year-old 
graduate of 


Hersey High School and a Pros- 
pect Heights resident was the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation's vaulting champion and 
StU's Athlete of the year in 1972. 


"I never saw Gary Morava 


without a smile." Hersey coach 
Don Von Ebers said In disbelief. 
"He's the finest kid I've ever

thing for the university," says Fletcher. 
"It would have <o be the right man. one 
familiar with the state coaches and play- 
ers, one who could recruit. 


"Sherrill Hanks has a record like that. 


And he has the support of the majority of 
the state coaches. He has been president 
of the Illinois High School Coaches Asso- 
ciation, and he's young enough for the 
job." 


"If Sherrill could get the job, virtually 


every high school coach in the state 
would want his player to go there," said 
one high school head man who preferred 
to remain anonymous. 


"I feel people in the state very badly 


need to identify with one school and the 
best way for that to happen would be to 
recruit the top players in the state and 
have them coached by a high school 
coach from this state." 


Hanks has been accused by some of 


"campaigning" for the job around the 
state, but what's wrong with that? A 
high school coach has to do a lot more 
than just sit back and wait to be con- 
tacted. Most athletic directors, including 
Illinois' Coleman, seem hung up on the 
"big names" and may forget about some 
very obvious choices right in their own 
state. 


"Yes, I'd like,«ie job," admits Hanks. 


"There are a lot of coaches who can 
draw x's and o's, but what Illinois needs 
is someone to unify the state's high 


school basketball coaches and the play- 
ers from the state behind the University 
of Illinois." 


My biggest fear right now is that Illi- 


nois' Coleman, the man who will pick the 
new coach, has not yet developed the feel 
of this state, the strong loyalties that are 
developed at the high school level. He 
hasn't been here long enough to appre- 
ciate what a man like Hanks has done — 
and could do. 


Maybe it's because I've been so close 


to high school coaches in my years at 
this job that I have developed an empa- 
thy for their position. I appreciate the 
kind of job they can do. And, remember, 
two of Illinois' most successful basket- 
ball coaches in history — Doug Mills and 
Harry Combes — were taken from the 
hich school ranks. 


If Coleman reaches out and plucks a 


"name" coach from college, someone 
with no Illinois high school ties, he's ask- 
ing for problems in recruiting in the 
state. 


Personally, if I were a high school bas- 


ketball star in Illinois, I would rather lis- 
ten to Hanks, a man who has devoted his 
coaching life to basketball in the state, 
preach about "state loyalty" than to a 
'nan from Memphis State or Kansas 
State or Oral Roberts or Southern Cali- 
fornia, or wherever the candidates are 
coming from. 


Sure, a "name" college coach may 


have better luck recruiting players out- 
side Illinois, or hotshot junior college 
boys, but I'd like to see the state univer- 
sity try to win with players from within 
the state. It can be done. This state is 
loaded with basketball talent. 


I'd rather see Illinois challenge with 


players from Rockford and Chicago and 
Springfield and Centralia than players 
from Washington D.C. or Detroit or 
Pittsburgh. 


Illinois may not pick Sherrill Hanks, 


but I'm still convinced that right now 
he's the right man for the job.

Hospital 
signs option to buy land

The Franklin Boulevard Community 


Hospital has reportedly signed an option 
for the purchase of 10 acres of property 
on Schoenbeck Road just south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The hospital plans to build a 223-bed 


satellite facility to service the Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove area, as well as surround- 
ing communities. Plans (or the hospital 
are to be submitted to the state hospital 
licensing board in April. 


The Franklin Boulevard board report- 


edly finalized an option to purchase 
Wednesday after nearly three weeks of 
negotiations. The hospital has also been 
.negotiating for an adjacent 10-acre par- 
cel. Information was not available on the 
cost of the new hospital site. 


THE PROPERTY, however, is ex- 


pected to cost substantially less than the 
$445.000 offered for the 10-acre Chlldcrley 
Retreat House property, the first site 
proposed for the hospital branch at 506 
McHenry Rd. 


The hospital representatives began 


searching for a new site after being In- 
formed that the Wheeling Park District 
wanted Chllderley for a park site and 
would condemn the property if neces- 
sary. 


At a meeting last month, the park 


board presented the hospital group with 
a map of other vacant sites that had 
been considered for new park sites. 


The property being purchased by 


Franklin Boulevard Is one of the sites 
suggested by the park district, it Is south 
of the 10 acres now proposed for a new 
park site, and across the road from the 
Carl Sandburg School. 


THE SHIFT IN location Is not expected 


to substantially change surveys prepared 
by Franklin Boulevard to prove the need 
for a hospital in the area. The change, 
however, does bring the hospital branch 
closer to Arlington Heights and Prospect 
Heights. 


Although the hospital site is not located 


in the village of Wheeling, the Franklin 
Boulevard people may consider annexing 
to the village If they purchase the adja- 
cent loacre parcel which abuts village 
boundaries, 


The hospital concluded hurried negotia- 


tions for the property in order to be able 
to present plans for the satellite branch 


to the state hospital licensing board at its 
April meeting. An option on the proposed 
site is needed for this presentation. 


ACCORDING TO hospital consultant 


Norman Davis, Franklin Boulevard will 
have an increasingly difficult time get- 
ting its plans approved if it does not get 
the go-ahead at the April meeting. He 
noted growing pressure for legislation 
that would require proof of need for a 
new hospital before it could be built. 


A board of directors for the hospital, 


also required for state licensing, is in the 
process of being formed, Village Pres. 


Ted C. Scanlon met with seven persons 
applying for the position Monday night. 
Although the names of the seven were 
not released, four are reportedly from 
Wheeling while three are from Buffalo 
Grove. 


Decisions about the full range of ser- 


vices to be offered by the satellite 
branch have been delayed until state ap- 
proval is granted. Davis said the hospital 
is not planning to provide either a pediat- 
rics or obstetrics ward, but said plans 
will be modified if there is a need for 
such services. 
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To federal extortion conspiracy charges 
Former Wheeling trustee pleads guilty

Michael Valenza, chairman of the 


Wheeling 
Environmental Commission 


and former village trustee,- yesterday 
pleaded guilty to a federal charge of con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


The guilty plea came after the U.S. At- 


torney's Office agreed to drop a second 
charge of extortion in connection with 
the delivery of more than $1,700 worth- of 
furniture Valenza allegedly received as 
part of a shakedown of Wickes, inc. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison said 


Valenza will be a witness for the govern- 
ment "if necessary." 


"We told the judge we had an agree- 


ment with him to make his cooperation 
known at the time of sentencing," Kadi- 
son said yesterday. 


Valenza's attorney, Jason Bellows, said 


it "remains to be seen" whether his 
client will testify for the government in 
this or other cases. 


THE SENTENCING is scheduled for 


April 2 before U.S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. The conspiracy charge car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 20 years im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


In pleading guilty, Valenza admitted 


that he conspired in 1971 with Building

Valenza 


Director William Bieber to extort furni- 
ture from Wickes. Bieber, however, has- 
pleaded innocent to conspiracy and ex- 
tortion charges against him in the Wick- 
es case.

Site change may hike garbage rates 


by JOE FRANZ 


Buffalo Grove residents may again be 


facing a rise in garbage rates, since the 
village's scavenger service may have to 
switch dumping sites. 


The planned closing of the Wheeling 


landfill in unincorporated Lake County 
may increase the cost of hauling garbage 
from Buffalo Grove by almost $25,000 a 
year, thus Increasing garbage rates for 
village residents. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said yes- 


terday if the hauling costs increase, resi- 
dents would ultimately pay them in the 
form of increased monthly pickup rates. 
Since there are almost 5,000 residences 
in the village this would mean about a $5 
a year increase per household. 


ACCORDING TO Larson, the village's 


contract with Buffalo Grove Disposal 
leaves no alternative but to increase 
rates. The contract allows the scavenger 
to increase rates to reflect higher oper- 
ating costs. 


Residents now pay $4.50 a month for 


scavenger service. The rates were in- 
creased last November to reflect in- 
creased labor costs. The rate increase 


was retroactive to Oct. 1. 


James Raupp, of Buffalo Grove Dis- 


posal Co., 743 McHenry Rd., Wheeling, 
said the increased hauling costs could be 
averted with the approval of the sanitary 
landfill in Lake County which has been 
proposed by Browning-Ferris Industries 
'Inc. The landfill would be on a 98-acre 
site southeast of Weiland and Busch 
roads. 


However, at the present time it ap- 


pears the landfill cannot be annexed to 
Buffalo Grove because the property is 
not contiguous with the village. The vil- 
lage board has suspended discussion on 
the proposal until that matter is re- 
solved. 


RAUPP SAID the Wheeling landfill, on 


Milwaukee, about a half mile south of 
Aptakisic Road is scheduled to close in 
about three months. Unless another land- 
fill is opened near Buffalo Grove, he said 
his trucks will be forced to travel to the 
Lake Landfill Inc., near Northfield. 


The landfill Is about 6.5 miles further 


than the Wheeling landfill, and Raupp es- 
timates his trucks will travel an addition- 
al 55,000 miles a year with Buffalo Grove 
refuse. In addition to vehicle wear and 


tear, more gasoline will be required, he 
said. The landfill is on Willow Road, west 
of Rte. 43. 


The trip to the Lake Landfill will take

35 minutes longer 
than 
to 


Wheelnng, thus labor costs will be in- 
creased. As of Oct. 1 drivers have been 
making $5.80 an hour. The labor costs 
only reflect straight time and do not take 
into consideration overtime rates for 
drivers, he said. 


RAUPP ESTIMATES the following in- 


creases will occur each year if his trucks 
have to go to the Lake Landfill: 


• Truck depreciation on eight vehicles 


— $6,000. 


• Tire depreciation and costs on eight 


vehicles — $3,600. 


• Fuel — 26 gallons per day for 261 


working days — $3,189.42. 


• Labor — An additional eight hours 


per day — $12,110.40. 


The estimated increase each year 


would be $24,899,82 if garbage is hauled 
to the Lake Landfill. The estimate does 
not include additional insurance risks 
and unpredictable liabilities that would 
occur because of the increased distance, 
Raupp added.

THE FORMER TRUSTEE originally

Wheeling trustees reacted to Valenza's 


guilty plea with shock. "I'm fumbling for 
words because I really don't know what 
to say," said Trustee Al Lang yesterday. 
"It just comes as a shock to me. It's 
really a shock to see something like this 
happen." 


TRUSTEE JOHN KOEPPEN said he 


did not expect the guilty plea to have a 
major impact on the village because of 
the recent indictments. "I don't think 
there will be any more impact than what 
we've had to date," he said. Koeppen, 
however, said he wes "stunned." 


Another trustee, Don Jackson, said he 


thought Valenza should be "dealt with 
very severely. In my opinion, breaking 
the public trust is an especially despi- 
cable crime," he said.

Lake County 
freezes tax, 
assessments

Property owners in the Lake County 


section of Buffalo Grove will be assessed 
at 1972 levels, according to a recent rul- 
ings by the Lake County Board of Re- 
view The decision could have serious fi- 
nancial effects on School Districts 125 
and 96. 


The board of review made the decision 


to freeze the assessment rates Feb. 5 in 
an effort to equalize county assessments. 


Because the deadline for the revision, 


collection 
and 
equalization 
of Lake 


County assessments has been extended 
from March 15 to May 15, as a result of 
the ruling, tax bills probably won't be 
out before Aug. 1. 


The decision of the board of review 


states, "The Board of Review rules that 
said assessments be frozen at the as- 
sessed value placed on each parcel of 
land in the year 1972 by the townhip 
assessors of all other townships with the 
exception of any improvements so as- 
sessed in 1973; and, with the exception of 
any or all adjustments granted by the 
Board of Review, the Property Tax Ap- 
peal Board or appropriate court order, 
as the result of complaints filed ..." 


The State Department of Local Gov- 


ernment Affairs sets the level of assess- 
ment each county should achieve If the 
Lake County assessment falls short of 
what the DGLA has designated, the coun- 
ty is subject to another multiplier above 
the one determined by the supervisor of 
assessments. 


LAKE COUNTY school officials say 


the decision to freeze the assessments 
and extend the collection period could 
mean many lost dollars to local school 
districts. 


Dist. 125 Assisstant Supt. Edwin Ellis 


said school officials plan on annual in- 
creases in the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty within school districts when deter- 
mining the budget. The assessed valu- 
ation in Dist. 125, he said, normally goes 
up about $7 to $8 million per year. 


"With the frozen assessments and no 


multiplier applied by the state, we could 
lose between $100,000 and $200,000 in the 
operations and maintenance funds which 
are the two mam funds in our budget," 
Ellis said. 


DIST. 96 Supt. William Hitzeman esti- 


mates the loss to that district could run 
at least $91,000 in the education fund 
alone. 


If tax bills are not issued before Aug. 


1, school districts will not receive state 
operating funds before Sept. 1 and per- 
haps not until October. Last year's tax 
bills were out by June 20 and the schools 
got their money in July. 


Ellis said Dist. 125 could probably op- 


erate until Sept. 1 without the tax reve- 
nue, but would then probably have to is- 
sue tax anticipation warrants. Ellis 
added that the district might also have to 
borrow additional funds to make up the 
revenue lost due to the lower assess- 
ments. 


ABOUT S75.000 TO $100,000 in interest 


gained on tax funds normally invested in 
July also would be lost, the assistant su- 
perintendent added.

Levitt and Sons Inc. has again asked 


Buffalo Grove officials 'to condemn prop- 
erty adjacent to the Strathmore Grove 
development in Lake County for "the pur- 
pose of obtaining a sanitary sewer ease- 
ment. 


Last November, Levitt officials made 


the initial request for condemnation, say- 
ing they were unable to obtain an ease- 
ment from a neighboring property own- 
er. At that time, the village board said it 
would be reluctant to condemn 'land for a 
private developer and requested Levitt 
continue negotiations with the landowner. 


In a letter to the village this week, 


however, Levitt said negotiations with 
the landowner have broken down and it 
does not appear likely the sanitary sewer 
easement will be obtained without con- 
demnation by the village. 


LEVITT HAS 'been attempting to ob- 


tain the easement through a piece of 
property near HI. Rte. 83 and Arlington 
Heights Road, south of its Koelper-De- 
muth parcel. The land is in Long Grove 
and belongs to George Spoerlein. The 
owner is apparently seeking a higher of- 
fer from Levitt for the property. 


In the letter, Robert F. Brandwein, an 


attorney for Levitt, said, "We believe 
that the amount offered far exceeds the 
fair value of the easement." 


In addition to cash, Levitt has offered 


to allow Spoerlein to farm its nearby 61- 
acre Wagner property for a year and 
possibly longer at no cost. Buffalo Grove 
has approved a townhouse project on the 
Wagner property, but construction is not 
scheduled to begin until at least next 
year 


According to Brandwein, because the 


landowner has rejected "our good faith 
offers," the village should proceed with 
condemnation of the easement along the 
eastern boundary of the Spoerlein prop- 
erty Levitt is agreeable to paying in ad- 
vance any legal costs that would be in- 
curred by the village, he said. 


AT THE TIME OF Levitt's original 


request, several board members said 
they would be opposed to the village con- 
demning land for a developer under any 
circumstances. The 'trustees that said 
they would oppose condemnation were 
Randall Rathjen, Clarice 
Rech and 


James Shirley. 


Shirley said he feels the village should 


give Levitt assistance in obtaining the 
easement, but thinks its obligation ends 
short of condemnation. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney said he is in 


favor of condemning land for the ease- 
ment, providing the village is reim- 
bursed for legal fees and other expenses. 


Brandwein said, while Levitt agreed to 


get the easements in the annexation 
agreement, the village also agreed to 
help if there were problems. Since nego- 


tiations with the landowner have reached 
an impasse, he said condemnation is the 
only alternative. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Richard Raysa said 


it is his opinion that the village legally 
could condemn land for the easements, 
but only would recommend such action 
after negotiations are exhausted. 


An Illinois statute allows condemnation 


to "enlarge, construct, or improve a nat- 
ural or artificial dram outside the corpo- 
rate limits of the city or village to obtain 
a proper outlet " 


If the matter is taken to court by the 


landowners, Raysa said the village would 
have to prove the easement is for the 
public good and will not benefit only a 
few individuals.

Common factor is disappointment 
Educators: no two learning disabilities alike

Lust of two parts 


Most educators agree on one thing — 


no child with learning disabilities is ex- 
actly like another. 


White one youngster may be hyperac- 


tive and excitable, another will be with- 
drawn and easygoing, One will have 
reading problems, while another can't 
work simple arithmetic problems. 


There Is one common factor among the 


youngsters — disappointment and ex- 
pectation of failure. Mrs. Karen Hanson, 
Dist. 63 learning disabilities coordinator, 
notes that most LD youngsters have a 
"low self-image." 


"When a child is really trying to learn 


and isn't picking it up. there's quite a bit 
of frustration," she said. 


One classroom teacher cites a young- 


ster who reads at the fourth grade level 
but Is still printing at the kindergarten 
level. 


"He's so intelligent, he sees the gap. 


He won't attempt a lot of things because 
he feels he can't do it," she said. 


DR. ESTELLE BRADLEY, Dist. 62 


coordinator for learning disabilities, said 
LD students often have emotional prob- 
lems associated with the learning prob- 
lems. 


"When a child is unable to do some- 


'thing successfully, he will find ways to 
get out of it," she said. "The kid may 
have temper tantrums and disrupt a 
whole class in order not to do a task." 


Despite the stacks of literature written 


about learning disabilities, educators 
don't know what causes a normal child 
to have problems in reading, writing, 
spelling or arithmetic. The approaches to 
helping youngsters are as varied as the 
theories explaining the causes of the 
problem. 


The most common educational ap- 


proaches center on physical education 
a n d 
coordination 
development, per- 


ceptual training and concept formation. 


The supporters of the physical educa- 


tion and perceptual-motor approaches at- 
tribute a child's learning problems to an 
overall lack of coordination. They feel 
that a youngster can't develop fine motor 
coordination (the ability to move t.he 
eyes from left to right in reading or hold- 


ing a pencil) if he has problems with 
gross motor coordination (walking, run- 
ning, bouncing a ball). 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION enthusiasts 


base their theory on the fact that most 
LD youngsters appear to be clumsy and 
awkward. Area LD experts tend to reject 
the theory, however. 


"Walking on a balance beam helps you 


learn to balance — but that's all it teach- 
es," Mrs. Hanson said. ' It doesn't help 
in the cognitive area — it can't help him 
to learn to read or write any better." 


Dr.. Bradley cites one study of third 


and fourth graders that indicated young- 
sters who had coordination problems in 
early childhood were "still good read- 
ers." • 


"There's no relationship between mo- 


tor perception and learning," she said. 
"Walking beams does have its place but 
it doesn't make kids better in every 
field."

'Devil, Miss 
Jones9 begins 
second week 


by JERRY THOMAS 


The X-rated movie "The Devil in Miss 


Jones," begins its second week in the 
Elk Grove Cinema today, while village 
officials continue to seek judicial support 
that the movie is obscene and defies a 
village antiobscenity ordinance. 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Edward Hofert 


was rebuffed in U. S. District Court 
Thursday when he sought an injunction 
against the theater owner and the court's 
support to stop the showing of the film in 
Elk Grove Village. 


Judge James Parsons said that the rul- 


ing sought by Elk Grove Village was not 
under his jurisdiction. He said federal 
court was not the proper place for Elk 
Grove Village to seek support for up- 
holding its antiobscenity ordinance. 


The ruling was delivered "without 


prejudice and with the advice that Elk 
Grove Village pursue the case through 
another court," said Parsons. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE Pres. Charles 


Zettek was not surprised by the Parsons' 
action. "We instructed our attorney to 
seek an audience with the federal courts 
and if it were denied to seek a remedy in 
the circuit courts. 


"We can be sure that the attorney will 


be filing in Circuit Court for an in- 
junction to stop the showing of 'Miss 
Jones' as soon as he can get in," said 
Zettek. 


Zettek said the ruling from Judge Par- 


sons was sought first as a countersuit 
since Walter Pancoe, owner of the Cin- 
ema, has a suit pending in federal court 
seeking $230,000 in damages from Elk 
Grove Village officials. 


Pancoe's suit contends that the Elk 


Grove Village Board coerced him into 
canceling the first scheduled showing of 
"Miss Jones" Jan. 4, and realizing then- 
threats were unconstitutional, passed the 
village's antiobscenity ordinance. 


ZETTEK SAID .attorneys for Pancoe 


and the village debated at length on the 
propriety of introducing the village's 
request in federal court. 


"They never got around to the real 


reason Elk Grove Village went to court 
— to get support to endorce our antiob- 
scenity ordinance," said Zettek. 


Pancoe said he is pleased with Par- 


sons' decision and intends to instruct his 
attorney to press on with his suit against 
the village. 


"And, we are still showing "Miss 


Jones" and packing them in the the- 
ater," Pancoe said. 


"Attendance at the Cinema has been 


good, in fact heavy. The movie is just the 
remedy to our financial troubles," said 
Pancoe. 


PANCOE SAID the theater, which has 


seating for 507, has been almost sold out 
for all three performances even on week 
nights. "We usually sell about 1,500 tick- 
ets all week when we show a film like 
'Son of Flubber,' " said Pancoe. 


Pancoe said he showed the X-rated 


movie to recover fiancial losses. "The 
movie did what I expected it to do. Once 
people found out the officials were not 
going to close me down they started 
packing the theater. I expect the second 
week of showing will be good also," Pan- 
coe said. 


Pancoe said he was losing money 


showing only family type films. "Some 
nights we had less than 50 people in the 
audience. 
Village 
officials 
told 
me 


people in town want a family theater but 
they sure didn't attend the Cinema when 
we showed family films," said Pancoe. 


PANCOE SAID the Cinema will end 


the two-week X-rated showing next Fri- 
day and swing back into family fare. 


"We will show 'Mr. Super Invisible," a 


family film that should be the greatest 
entertainment offered this year," ha 
said.

learning problems u, individualized in- 
struction in basic subjects — writing, 
math, spelling and reading. Emphasis is 
placed on using concrete methods of 
teaching. Mich as colored letters and 
numbers. 


Another method concentrates on the in- 


dividual child's weaknesses. Educators 
try to work with each youngster's specif- 
ic disability and help him find ways to 
compcn-'jtp for the problem. 


School officials in both Des Plaines and 


Ea^t Maine elementary schools use a 
combination of methods — self-contained 
cl,k-.srooiiib. res.ource teachers and tutor- 
ial help within the icgutar classroom set- 
ting. 


"To prescribe one solution for every 


LD youns.^ter is like taking aspirin for 
every type of ill," Dr. Bradley said. 


BOTH SCHOOL districts limit enroll- 


ment in the self-contained classrooms to 
children with severe learning problems. 


"We're not able to place every child 


with severe problems in a special class- 
room," Dr. Bradley said. "For every 
child we place back into a regular class- 
room, there's always one to replace 
him." 


While both Mrs. Hanson and Dr. Brad- 


ley fesl the smaller class sizes and spe- 
cial instruction in a self-contained class- 
room is best for some children, the meth- 
od does have drawbacks. 


"In a self-contained classroom, the 


children get too dependent on the teach- 
er. We have to teach them to be individ- 
uals, — give them success on their own," 
Mrs. Hanson said. 


DR. BRADLEY notes that some chil- 


dren's self-esteem is damaged because of 


being in a separate classroom. 


"My own philosophy is that I don't like 


the all-day self-contained classroom. The 
kids can't get into the mainstream that 
easily," she said. 


Because both districts frown on isolat- 


ing learning-disabled children from their 
peers, each encourages the youngster to 
join their schoolmates in non-academic 
subjects such as music and gym. Each 
district also has a system of resource 
teachers and consultants. 


Resource teachers work closely with 


regular classroom teachers in planning 
programs for the LD youngster. The 
teacher also meets individually willi the 
student several times a week for special 
tutoring. 


"The LD teachers try to coordinate the 


work with the regular classroom teach- 
er," Dr. Bradley said. ''If the classroom 


is learning about insects, then the re- 
source teacher will select reading mate- 
rial in that area." 


DR. BRADLEY and Mrs. Hanson said 


that awareness of a child's learning 
problems is probably the most important 
part of helping a LD youngster. 
Dr. 


Bradley cites a three-year study that 
compared LD students in a regular class- 
room setting with LD youngsters receiv- 
ing special help. 


"The study showed that the type of 


classroom made no significant differ- 
ence-. The difference lay in diagnosing 
the problem and giving the results to the 
classroom teachers," she said. 


"What the job needs is a bit of under- 


standing of the learning disabled child's 
problem," Mrs. Hanson added. "If a 
teacher understands, 
she can make 


things easier instead of crushing him."

The congressman will meet today with 


about 700 elementary and high school 
teachers from the Glenview and North- 
brook area to discuss the effect of feder- 
ally funded programs. 


Mikva called for approval of a bill 


which would allow live television cover- 
age of any impeachment 
proceedings 


that may be undertaken by Congress. 


Mikva said televised coverage of the 


impeachment "should be available for 
viewing in every home in the nation." 


He noted that 25 congressman have 


sponsored a bill to amend the house rules 
to allow television coverage. 


"The gravity of impeachment proceed- 


ings requires that the American people 
have the opportunity to witness the de- 
bates first-hand, so that they can reach 
their own conclusion," he said adding 
"Televising the proceedings will allow 
each individual to settle the issues in his 
own mind." 


Mikva also released the findings of a 


study conducted by the League of Wom- 
en Voters which gave him a 100 per cent 
ranking for his performance during the 
second session of the 92nd Congress. 


The former congressman's 
staff also 


reported that Young received a 42 per 
cent rating for his performance during 
the 93rd session. 


A LWV spokesman in 
Washington 


stressed thai the ratings should not be 
construed as an endorsement of any can- 
didate. 


He also noted that the ratings are 


based on bow the particular senator or 
representative voted on issues the league 
had designated as priority legislation. If 
a legislator took the same position as the 
League, he received a higher rating. 


The League selected 12 bills related to 


the areas of the environment, 
inter- 


national relations, representative govern- 
ment and human resources. 


A comparison of the bills supported by 


the League during the two sessions of 
Congress indicated that only two bills, 
one dealing with the antibusing amend- 
ment and another related two mass 
transportation, were included in both ses- 
sions. 


Mikva's supporters indicated they were 


pleased with the comparison in the rat- 
ings. However the LWV spokesman in- 
dicated that Young was not in Congress 
when the rating on Mikva was prepared 
and thai Mikva was not a congressman 
during the sessions in which Young's rat- 
ing was devised. 


Mikva has been critical of many pow- 


erful lobbying groups and urged private 
•citizens to form organizations 
which 


would have "counter-clout" to "offset the 
effects of well-trained and well-financed 
lobbyists who peddle influence for corpo- 
rate interests like the oil industry."

To their credit, CSL coaches have in- 


stituted a new system of crossovers for 
next season, The result will be a 14-game 
championship season. 


Here's how it works: 
CSL North schools — Four opponents 


will be played two games apiece within 
the division. One game against each 
crossover school rounds out 14 games. 


And for the South — All schools play 


only five crossovers since Maine North 
drops from the league. They'll have 10 
games within the South division, then 
count only nine, the other being elimi- 
nated in a blind draw. 


It sounds good. It's better than two or 


three teams all screaming, "We won! We 
won! (They won nothing.) 


But already, can you sec the big prob- 


lem? No matter how they draw, there 
will be an inequity. There will be good 
draws, bad draws . . . any draw that gets 
rid of one Main* South game is a great 
draw! 


But is that the only problem? 
No! 
The Central Xuburban, due to 1974-75 


realignment by the Inter-Suburban Asso- 
ciation, will be a lame duck 11-school 
conference next year. Evanston, one or 
two Waukegans, and New Trier East en- 
ter in September, 1975. 


Now is the time for bold, aggressive 


basketball scheduling that includes a 
1974-75 playoff. Have il ready and ex- 
pansion will not be a hassle. 


But what do we get? Some coaches say 


too many well-rested athletic directors 
who insist 15 schools is too many schools. 
They grumble and hope the CSL divides 
into distinct conferences . . . not divi- 
sions. 


However, where is much needed lead- 


ership? Maine Soulh's Brady, also that 
school's athletic director, has supported 
a playoff. He should be a powerful voice 
for league coaches. Whether that's true, 
isn't certain. 
. 


But a basketball playoff is desirable 


and possible. II can be achieved if sched- 
ule makers will abort empty weekends 
and are allowed one night of Tuesday 
basketball. And it can leave loams a full 
week of rest before regionals. 


It's time somebody stepped forth and 


took command over this problem. It's 
time the Central Suburban shaped up. 
There's no good reason that 
playoffs 


can't be instituted if the right people put 
forth enough energy. 


Three champions at 11-2? Two cham- 


pions at 13-0? Ridiculous. Let's have one 
champion.

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'Devil in Miss 
Jones' to begin 
its second week

The X-rated movie "The Devil in Miss 


Jones," begins its second week in the 
Elk Grove Cinema today, while village 
officials continue to seek judicial support 
that the movie is obscene and defies a 
village antiobscenity ordinance. 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Edward Hofert 


was rebuffed in U, S. District Court 
Thursday when he sought an injunction 
against the theater owner and the court's 
support to stop the showing of the film in 
Elk Grove Village. 


Judge James Parsons said that the rul- 


ing sought by Elk Grove Village was not 
under his jurisdiction. He said federal 
court was not the proper place for Elk 
Grove Village to seek support for up- 
holding its antiobscenity ordinance. 


The ruling was delivered "without 


prejudice and with the advice that Elk 
Grove Village pursue the case through 
another court," said Parsons. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE Pres. Charles 


Zettek was not surprised by the Parsons' 
action. "We instructed our attorney to 
seek an audience with the federal courts 
and If It were denied to seek a remedy in 
the circuit courts. 


"We can be sure that the attorney will 


be filing in Circuit Court for an In- 
junction to stop the showing of 'Miss 
Jones' as soon as he can get in," said 
Zettek. 


Decision due today 
on ambulance case 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey's office 


will make an announcement today con- 
cerning its investigation of the ambu- 
lance incident in which Mrs. Jean Pettee 
of Itasca Meadows died. 


According to a spokesman for Carey, 


the February Grand Jury has been re- 
viewing evidence and seeking to deter- 
mine if there was criminal negligence in- 
volved in the death of Mrs. Pettee Jan. 6. 
It will decide if the state's attorney's of- 
fice will pursue the Investigation. 


An Elk Grove Village ambulance was 


on its way to the Pettee home when it 
was called back. The Pettees had not 
contracted with the village for ambu- 
lance service. 


Carey and Steven Pernlck, attorney 


handling the investigation, will review 
the case today. The state's attorney has 
subpoenaed Information from the Elk 
Grove Village Fire Department and vil- 
lage. 


Zettek said the ruling from Judge Par- 


sons was sought first as a countersuit 
since Walter Pancoe, owner of the Cin- 
ema, has a suit pending in federal court 
seeking $250,000 in damages from Elk 
Grove Village officials. 


Pancoe's- suit contends that the Elk 


Grove Village Board coerced him into 
canceling the first scheduled showing of 
"Miss Jones" Jan. 4, and realizing their 
threats were unconstitutional, passed the 
village's antiobscenity ordinance. 


ZETTEK SAID attorneys for Pancoe 


and the village debated at length on the 
propriety of introducing the village's 
request in federal court. 


"They never got around to the real 


reason Elk Grove Village went to court 
— to get support to endorce our antiob- 
scenity ordinance," said Zettek. 


Pancoe said he is pleased with Par- 


sons' decision and intends to instruct his 
attorney to press on with his suit against 
the village. 


"And, we are still showing "Miss 


Jones" and packing them in the the- 
ater," Pancoe said. 


"Attendance at the Cinema has been 


good, in fact heavy. The movie is just the 
remedy to our financial troubles," said 
Pancoe. 


PANCOE SAID the tneater, which has 


seating for 507, has been almost sold out 
for all three performances even on week 
nights. "We usually sell about 1,500 tick- 
ets all week when we show a film like 
'Son of Flubber,' " said Pancoe. 


Pancoe said he showed the X-rated 


movie to recover fiancial losses. "The 
movie did what I expected it to do. Once 
people found out the officials were not 
going to close me down they started 
packing the theater. I expect the second 
week of showing will be good also," Pan- 
coe said. 


Pancoe said he was losing money 


showing only family type films. "Some 
nights we had less than 50 people in the 
audience. Village officials 
told me 


people in town want a family theater but 
they sure didn't attend the Cinema when 
we showed family films," said Pancoe. 


PANCOE SAID the Cinema will end 


the two-week X-rated showing next Fri- 
day and swing back into family fare. 


"We will show 'Mr. Super Invisible,' a 


family film that should be the greatest 
entertainment offered this year," he 
said. 


"If it works out like we expect it to, it 


should being us about a third of the reve- 
nue the Miss Jones film is expected to 
bring in. This is still a successful show- 
ing when it comes to talking about fami- 
ly films," said Pancoe.

Massive car pool promotion starts 


The first attempt at a massive, coordi- 


nated 'effort to promote car pools in the 
Elk Grove Village Industrial Park got 
under way this week with 10 companies 
signing up the first day. 


The car pool promotion is being spon- 


sored jointly' by the Elk Grove Assn. of 
Industry and Commerce along with a 
Chicago radio station that has offered the 
use of its computer in setting up rides. 


The association coordinated the mail- 


ing of special forms, recruiting members 
for the car pool to the more than 1,000 
companies in the industrial park, billed 
as the largest in the world. 


EMPLOYERS ARE distributing the 


forms to their employes who voluntarily 


submit them if they wish to participate 
in the program. The system is somewhat 
unique because it is aimed at people em- 
ployed in 'identical work locations as op- 
posed to other methods which match 
commuters going to general areas. 


The system will be provided free to 


companies who want to match their em- 
ployes for car pools. 


Print-outs are returned to employes 


who contact each other and make their 
own arrangements. 


While the car pool drive is expected to 


draw from hundreds of companies in the 
industrial park, many companies, such 
as the Ampex Corp., have been promot- 
ing car pools for several months. 


According to Ampex personnel man- 


ager Don Reed, there 'has been no dis- 
cussion at the company on whether to 
join the computer system. Reed said the 
company has helped promote an indepen- 
dent car pool system since the first of 
the year. 


A MAP DIVIDES the Chicagoland area 


into various zones, according to Reed. 
Employes fill out color coded cards de- 
pending on if they want to offer a ride'or 
need a ride. 


The cards go into special baskets for 


each zone. Employes are then respon- 
sible for getting in touch with fellow em- 
ployes in their zone.

Reed said he didn't know how many of 


the potential 650 users have taken advan- 
tage of the car pool system. "We ask 
they notify us if they get a ride, but most 
don't," Reed said. "It's very informal 
and they're usually on their own." 


Although interest in car pools at Am- 


pex has been high, it may be dropping 
off, according to Reed. "As the gas situ- 
ation has been getting better, we've no- 
ticed the number of cards turned in have 
been dropping."

Michael Valenza, chairman of the 


Wheeling 
Environmental 
Commission 


and former village trustee, 
yesterday 


pleaded guilty to a federal charge of con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


The guilty plea came after the U.S. At- 


torney's Office agreed to drop a second 
charge of extortion in connection with 
the delivery of more than Si,700 worth of 


furniture Valenza allegedly received as 
part of a shakedown of Wickes, Inc. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison said 


Valenza will be a witness for the govern- 
ment "if necessary." 


"We told the judge we had an agree- 


ment with him to make his cooperation 
known at the time of sentencing," Kadi- 
son said yesterday, 


Valenza's attorney, Jason Bellows, said 


it "remains to be seen" whether his 
client will testify for the government in 
this or other cases. 


THE SENTENCING is scheduled for 


April 2 before U.S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. The conspiracy charge car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 20 years im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


In pleading guilty, Valenza admitted 


that he conspired in 1971 with Building 


Director William Bieber to extort furni- 
ture from Wickes. Bieber, however, has 
pleaded innocent to conspiracy and ex- 
tortion charges against him in the Wick- 
es case. In addition, he is charged with 
perjury for giving alleged false testi- 
mony on the case before a special feder- 
al grand jury investigating corruption in 
Wheeling village government. 


Valenza was indicted Jan. 31 along 


with Bieber and four other persons, in- 
cluding James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township 
Democratic 
committeeman. 


The indictments resulted from a year- 
long probe of alleged shakedowns of de- 
velopers and businesses in Wheeling. 


THE FORMER TRUSTEE originally 


pleaded innocent to the charges against 
him, but apparently changed his plea af-

Slain gunman once terrorized suburban family 


Jacob "JakcM Cohen, wanted for the 


Wednesday night murder of two Chicago 
policemen, was gunned down yesterday 
on a Milwaukee street after wounding 
two of the FBI agents who had closed in 
on him. 


And the Paul Gunn family of Hoffman 


Estates is expectally relieved knowning 
the menace Cohen posed to them has 
ended. 


Cohen is identified as the gunman who 


pistol-whipped Gunn's wife, Betty, last 
Aug. 27 and fled with more than $12,000 
in jewelry from the family business, 


Woodfield Jewelers, Golf and Meacham 
roads, Schaumburg. 


Before the bandit escaped, Gunn's 17- 


year-old daughter, Lisa, a student at Co- 
nant High School, fired a revolver at the 
fleeing man. 


Life for the Gunn family has been 


filled with apprehension since the rob- 
bery, Paul Gunn said yesterday. 


"It's the best thing that has happened 


today," Gunn said about news that Cohen 
is dead. 


"I don't want people to think I'm blood 


thirsty, but it's quite a relief to know the 


man is dead. I know my wife is going to 
sleep a lot better, 


"She wouldn't stay in the store without 


police protection for quite a while (after 
the episode in August). I had to hire a 
Schaumburg policeman for a while, then 
I had a part time (security) man. She 
just wouldn't be in the store with just 
another woman. 


"It has been expensive for me having 


to hire people, who are not sales people, 
just for protection." 


Liza is probably unaware of what has 


happened to Cohen, Gunn said. She is in 


Springfield on a three-day trip she won 
in connection with the office opportu- 
nities program at Conant. 


"We've been tracking this guy since 


August," said Martin J. Conroy, Schaum- 
burg's police chief, adding, his depart- 
ment has had a warrant out for his ar- 
rest. 


Cohen, 30, was on the FBI's wanted list 


because it was believe he had fled the 
state to avoid the Schaumburg warrant, 
Conroy said. 


Schaumburg police were in Chicago 


Wednesday night with information they 


had on Cohen hoping it would assist au- 
thorities in capturing him. 


Cohen's death ended a huge manhunt 


that started when he allegedly shot to 
death two Chicago policemen, William 
Marsek and Bruce Garrison, both 28, in 
the Raven Pub, 1818 W. Foster, Chicago. 


The two officers were believed to be 


investigating why Cohen was carrying a 
shot gun in a shopping bag. 


FBI agents and police in Milwaukee 


were told of Cohen's whereabouts from a 
tip received yesterday. 


Arriving at the location law officers 


were told Cohen had run to another build- 
ing seizing three children, ages 14, 13 
and 6 as hostages. 


He later demanded a get away car 


while holding a gun to the head of one of 
the youngsters. Initial reports said a gun 
shot was fired, the boy fell forward un- 
der a car and Cohen was gunned down 
by 15 to 20 law officers at the scene. 


Richard Carr of the Chicago FBI office 


was shot in the chest and is reported in 
serious condition. Herbert Hoxie, agent 
in charge of the Milwaukee office was 
shot in the shoulder.

54 
and officials of Hallmark Homes, Inc., 
planner of the 480-unit condominium de- 
velopment, Lexington Green, proposed 
for 43 acres in the village of Schaum- 
burg. 


Ronald Benach, president of Hallmark, 


has offered Dist. 54 a $150-per-child dona- 
tion on enrollment, with a $30,000 ceiling.

Nook, 53 W. Slade St., said he would like 
to see an enclosed mail in Palatine but 
would be happy to settle for the pedestri- 
an mall being proposed in land use plans 
unveiled this week. 


The pedestrian mall would give the 


central business district an Identity 
which would offset the problem of losing 
on-street parking directly in front of 
stores, Dorn said. 


"People would be willing to take a 


little inconveneince if there was more 
parking available," said Dorn. 


Josef Seidl, owner of the Palatine Pas- 


try Shop, 37 W. Slade St., disagrees and 
would like to see the village keep on- 
street parking in the central business dis- 
trict. 


"It's better if there are parking spaces 


right in front (of the stores). Then the 
people don't have to carry their bags," 
explained Seidl. 


THE MERCHANTS agreed that the

velopment plans) appeared to be very 
positive. 


"We're in favor of growing. The more 


people the better as long as it's (high-rise 
apartment buildings) in good taste," said 
Dorn. "We just want more people." 


Seidl ane Dorn agreed to the need of 


more office space downtown which would 
in turn generate more commercial busi- 
ness. 


SEIDL SUGGESTED the train be 


placed underground to provide more 
space for retail stores. 


The merchants were a little more skep- 


tical about locating entertainment facil- 
ities like movie theaters, restaurants and 


bowling alleys in the central business 
district. 


"I don't think the downtown is a good 


place for recreation 
facilities." 
said 


Bacher. He explained there just isn't 
enough parking available.

pistol-whipped Gunn's wife, Betty, last 
Aug. 27 and fled with more than $12,000 
in jewelry from the family business, 
Woodfleld Jewelers, Golf and Meacham 
roads, Schaumburg. 


Before the bandit escaped, Gunn's 17- 


year-old daughter, Lisa, a student at Co-

Studies have 
shown 'that average or above average 
students perform the same, whether they 
are in classes based on ability levels or 
classes of students chosen randomly. 


The taw achievers, however, learn bet- 


ter if they are in classes with the higher 
achievers, according to the study. 


"We want everyone to have his oppor- 


tunity to achieve and realize each of us 
are worthwhile people," McKown said. 
"We're not going to help him by giving 
him a failure complex." 


To inititate the idea of groupings based 


on factors other than achievement levels, 
the school is holding a four-week interest 
group minimester which ends Friday. 
Groupings are based on interest, not 
achievement. 


CHILDREN, INSTEAD of attending 


their regular English classes, sign up for 
courses in which they are interested. 
Existing courses include drama; horror 
and mystery stories, fables tall tales and 
mythsiscience fiction and social prob- 
lems. 


"It's a way of demonstrating to stu- 


dents and others (parents and teachers) 
that interest sometimes can tie a group 
together equally as well as ability; some- 
times it's even better," McKown said. 


The five teachers involved in the experi- 


ment said they are looking forward to 
the next interest gro,up sessions. They 
said they plan to have three six-week 
sessions each year. 


"I can't tell the difference now be- 


tween the low students and the high stu- 
dents," said teacher Claire Highbarger.

To federal extortion conspiracy charges 
Former Wheeling trustee pleads guilty

Asst. U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison said 


Valenza will be a witness for the govern- 
ment "if necessary."

known at the time of sentencing," Kadi- 
son said yesterday. 


Valenza's attorney, Jason Bellows, said 


It "remains to be seen" whether his 
client will testify for the government in 
this or other cases. 


THE SENTENCING is scheduled for 


April 2 before U.S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. The conspiracy charge car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 20 years im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine.

Each candidate was given five minutes 


to speak before answering questions 
from caucus members. 


VOGELGESANG. Ill N. Kenilworlh, 


Mount Prospect, said he decided to run 
(or the school board because he was ap- 
proached and was asked to make a bid, 
He accepted because he believes more 
people should run for the board to give 
voters a greater choice, he said, 


"I feel 1 have the time to devote and 


the desire, and this offers me a way of 
giving a bit of my time to the commu- 
nity." Vogelgesang said. Me added that 
-he would like to be a board member so 
he can do more for his three children 
who are in the district as well as other 
children. 


Me said he has an unbiased opinion of 


the board which will give him the ability 
lo "look at all the facts and make a judg- 
ment " 


Vogelgesang said he was against In- 


creasing class size at schools and he also 
is opposed to cutting programs. One of 
the reasons he decided to move to Mount 
Prospect 10 years ago, he said, was be- 
cause of the many programs offered in 
the schools, including foreign language 
study. 


Mrs. Freund, 700 S, Main, Mount Pros- 


pect, said the frustration she felt a year 
ago in trying to deal with a "slow mov- 
ing bureacracy" has turned into a feeling 
that the district's future is anything but 
bleak, 


"THERE ARE many different school 


systems but they all have one thing in 
common — they end up with educated 
children." Mrs. Freund told the caucus. 
"I've found out from visiting other 
schools that there's no 'right' way to edu- 
cate children. There are as many ways 
as there are children." 


As a member of the board committee

NOVY SAID accomplishments of the 


past three years are the work of the en- 
tire board and not one person alone. 
"When you work closely with other board 
members no one can take credit alone. 
The board learns through criticism be- 
cause it gives us the opportunity to make 
changes." 


Some of the areas Novy cited as posi- 


tive developments within the past three 
years are short and long-range planning, 
cost control programming, establishing 
c o m m i t t e e s and improving commu- 
nication between the community and the 
board. 


Novy added that he is also proud the 


board has been able to reinstitute pro- 
grams that had to be cut in the past be- 
cause of budget deficits.

Trustees may hire consultant 
Meeting on downtown renewal slated

Mount Prospect village officials are 


expected to take a major step toward re- 
development of the central business dis- 
trict by hiring an outside consultant to 
conduct studies of the downtown area. 


The village board will meet in special 


session Thursday night as a committee 
of the whole to discuss the status of plans 
to revitalize downtown Mount Prospect. 
Members of the plan commission's cen- 
tral business district planning committee 
have been invited to the meeting, at 7:30 
p.m. in the village hall, as well as Jack 
Seto, village planner. 


Also in attendance will be Ken Tucker, 


a municipal planner and co-partner in 
Kenroy Inc., Skokie, who is expected to 
be engaged by the village to prepare a 
study of the downtown area. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, who called 


the meeting, said yesterday he wants to 
"move as fast as possible" on downtown 
redevelopment. He acknowledged that 
the village was nudged in moving for- 
ward on its plans by the announcement 
Feb. 15 that the Mount Prospect State 
Bank will build a new bank across the 
street from its present facility. 


THE BANK IS considered a key factor 


in revitalizing the central business dis- 
trict. "In effect, the (downtown) plan Is 


going into operation with default," Tei- 
chert said. "It's time to put the whole 
package together." 


Among the studies to be made are a 


traffic analysis, market analysis and 
cost of property, according to Teichert. 
"We can't put a plan together in a vocu- 
um," he aid. "We're at a point where we 
have to have expert input." 


He did not give an estimate on the cost 


of conducting studies, but said, "it can 
be rather expensive." About 1% years 
ago, the plan commission 
requested 


$25,000 for a downtown study, but the 
request was rejected by the village 
board. 


THE PLANNING commission last De- 


cember appointed a subcommittee head- 
ed by Robert Bennett to zero in on down- 
town Mount Prospect, and the subcom- 
mittee has met weekly to discuss rede- 
velopment plans. 


Bennett said yesterday he 'believes an 


outside consultant to work with the sub- 
committee "might be a good idea." 


"The village is limited in being able to 


come up with certain types of informa- 
tion," he said. In the 'what if' stage of 
planning, you need a certain type of ex- 
pertise that we can't provide." 


BENNETT SAID the subcommittee has 


not come up with specific recommenda- 


tions, but is aiming for a preliminary 
plan to be developed by spring. 


Asked whether he believed downtown 


Mount Prospect is dying, he sadd: "I 
wouldn't go to that extreme. I don't be- 
lieve that. But it would be tough to 
make a case that there are signs of 
health." 


He pointed to the closing of the Jewel 


Food Store at 208 W. Northwest Hwy. in 
January and the closing tomorrow of the 
A&P Grocery Store at Maine Street and 


Central Road as damaging to business in 
downtown Mount Prospect. "I'm con- 
cerned about those two. It's got to make 
things different for other merchants." 


Bennett emphasized that his subcom- 


mittee is "not trying to create anything 
to compete with Randhurst" in the 
downtown area, but said the closings of 
the two stores "is not a good sign. If 
we're talking about a central business 
district," he said, "food is a part of 
that." 


Pupils play 
critic for 
library books

More than 200 students in School Dist. 


57 have assumed the roles of book re- 
viewers this week as they screen hard- 
backs they would like to see on the 
shelves of their school libraries next 
year. 


Representatives from each grade level 


and each school in the district are taking 
part in the book review, which began 
yesterday and will continue today. 


The reviewers are assembled at the 


Busse School gym in Mount Prospect 
where books are set up on tables. Each 
student is given a check list with num- 
bers on it corresponding to the numbers 
on the books. The students are asked to 
show their preference for a book by 
circling its relating number on the list. 
Any number of books may be chosen. 


MANY AREAS of literature are includ- 


ed in the selections — including books on 
history, science, sports, biographies, ca- 
reers and fiction stories. More than 400 
books have been made available for the 
students to choose from with a different 
crop of books presented to each group 
according to their age levels. 


The books are made available through 


a nonprofit organization called "Books 
on Exhibit." The organization collects 
books from publishers and makes them 
available to schools and other groups. 
Most users of the service are high 
schools and colleges, according to Shir- 
ley Gunderson, director of the district's 
learning resource center. 


Mrs. Gunderson, who is in charge of 


the book review project, said its purpose 
is to allow students an opportunity to se- 
lect their own reading material. "This is 
just one way we use to select library 
books but we believe what the kids have 
to say is important and that's why we 
use this system." 


THE PROJECT has been done for the 


past seven years and Mrs. Gunderson 
said its positive effects can be seen in a 
library book circulation increase in the 
past few years. 


"The kids are very gratified when they

in jewelry from the family business, 
Woodfield Jewelers, Golf and Meacham 
roads, Schaumburg. 


Before the bandit escaped, Gunn's 17- 


year-old daughter, Lisa, a student at Co- 
nant High School, fired a revolver at the 
fleeing man. 


Life for the Gunn family has been 


filled with apprehension since the rob- 
bery, Paul Gunn said yesterday. 


"It's the best thing that has happened 


today," Gunn said about news that Cohen 
is dead. 


"I don't want people to think I'm blood 


thirsty, but it's quite a relief to know the 
man is dead. I know my wife is going to 
sleep a lot better. 


"She wouldn't stay in the store without 


police protection for quite a while (after 
the episode in August). I had to hire a 
Schaumburg policeman for a while, then 
I had a part time (security) man. She 
just wouldn't be in the store with just 
another woman. 


"It has been expensive for me having 


to hire people, who are not sales people, 
just for protection." 


Liza is probably unaware of what has 


happened to Cohen, Gunn said. She is in 
Springfield on a three-day trip she won 
in connection with the office opportu- 
nities program at Conant. 


"We've been tracking this guy since 


August," said Martin J. Conroy, Schaum- 
burg's police chief, adding, his depart- 
ment has had a warrant out for his ar- 
rest. 


Cohen, 30, was on the FBI's wanted list 


because it was believe he had fled the 
state to avoid the Schaumburg warrant, 
Conroy said. 


Schaumburg police were in Chicago 


Wednesday night with information they 
had on Cohen hoping it would assist au- 
thorities in capturing him. 


Seniors use reduced-fare 
cabs 4more than expected' 


Senior citizens in Mount Prospect are 


taking to taxicabs in great numbers, now 
that reduced rates are available. 


A total of 839 rides by seniors were 


taken during January, according to fig- 
ures released by the village's senior citi- 
zen services office.

"I estimated 500 rides on a monthly

The 
charge is 30 cents to the rider. Tho vil- 
lage, through its federal grant for senior 
citizens, picks up 95 cents per ride. 


Cohen's death ended a huge manhunt 


that started when he allegedly shot to 
death two Chicago policemen, William 
Marsek and Bruce Garrison, both 28, in 
the Raven Pub, 1818 W. Foster, Chicago. 


The two officers were believed to be 


investigating why Cohen was carrying a 
shot gun in a shopping bag. 


FBI agents and police in Milwaukee 


were told of Cohen's whereabouts from a 
tip received yesterday. 


Arriving at the location law officers 


were told Cohen had run to another build- 
ing seizing three children, ages 14, 13 
and 6 as hostages. 


He later demanded a get away car 


while holding a gun to the head of one of 
the youngsters. Initial reports said a gun 
shot was fired, the 'boy fell forward un- 
der a car and Cohen was gunned down 
by 15 to 20 law officers at the scene. 


Richard Carr of the Chicago FBI office 


was shot in the chest and is reported in 
serious condition. Herbert Hoxie, agent 
in charge of the Milwaukee office was 
shot in the shoulder.

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Music for Youth 
urges schools 
to back program 


Music for Youth, a nonprofit organiza- 


tion, Thursday night gave a presentation 
to the Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 
board in hopes that members will decide 
to reinstate- the strings instrumental' pro- 
gram for the 1974-75 school year. 


Charles Veselits of the Music for Youth 


Group told members of the history of the 
organization that was formed by parents 
in 1971 when band and strings programs 
were dropped by the district because of a 
tack of funds. Last year the band pro- 
gram was reinstated. 


"Since the school board is considering 


new programs, we as parents are push- 
ing the Suzuki program rather than the 
conventional because of the success 
shown in Arlington Heights," Veselits 
said. 


He added that with the introduction of 


the Suzuki method, whereby a child 
learns by imitating, the enrollment in- 
creased from 18 to approximately BOO 
students in two years. 


When the program was dropped, en- 


rollment tlie following year dropped by 


Swimming pool 
passes to rise 
10% this year 


Recreation activities provided by the 


Arlington Heights Park District will be 
marked by higher fees, fewer programs 
and more localized functions because of 
the energy crisis. 


The park board voted Thursday night 


to increase swimming pool pass fees by 
in per cent and eliminate special reduced 
season passes and winter passes. Only 
two pass groups will be offered. 


Annual passes for families, children 


and individuals xvlli entitle the holder to 
use all pools all year round. Summer 
passes will be limited to the outdoor 
summer season from Memorial Day until 
Laobr Day. 


The board voted to cut out winter pass 


sales and passes sold at reduced rates 
after July 1. 


Annual passes for families will be $40 


next summer, up from $37. A child's pass 
will be $13, up from $11. An individual 
adult's pass will be $23, up from $21. 


Nonresidents' passes were eliminated 


because "We just weren't selling them," 
according to Thomas Thornton, park di- 
rector. 


LESS THAN 4ii nonresident pool passes 


were sold last year, Thornton said. 


A proposal to provide only annual pas- 


ses was blocked by commissioner Bruce 
Everly. He said the proposed higher rate 
would '•unjustly penalize those who do 
not wish to swim during the winter." 


Park treasurer Roger Burke justified 


the 10 per cent hike on a basis of in- 
flation. He said because swimming gen- 
erates about "0 per cent of all recreation 
revenues the increase was necessary to 
balance the budget. 


Ron Dodd, superintendent of recrea- 


tion, said next year's programs would be 
marked by fewer activities at higher 
fees, but of better quality. He also said 
the gasoline shortage will force families 
to turn to parks for more of their leisure 
activities. 


Dodds balked at terming the services 


to be provided at local parks as "les- 
sons." but said qualified professional in- 
structors would be teaching classes that 
would be expected to pay their own way. 


one half or 300 students. Last year there 
were 260 students in the program and 
there are now 295. 


MUSIC FOR YOUTH asked that the 


district take over the program for chil- 
dren from grade school through junior 
high, but asked especially that it be 
reinstated for children in kindergarten 
through the fifth grade if the district 
should decide it would be able to subsi- 
dize only part of the request. 


The Suzuki method is primarily for the 


younger children, Veselits said. "At fifth 
grade or the third year (of Suzuki in- 
struction) the students will have learned 
how to read music," he said. "They will 
get accustomed to the traditional meth- 
ods." 


Currently, children in fourth grade and 


younger make up 90 per cent of the en- 
rollment, he said. 


After fifth grade or three years of Su- 


zuki instruction, the students progress in 
their musical learning by taking private 
lessons or by playing in the orchestra. 


"We found very little discouragement 


during the program," said Douglas 
Woodward, a former board member of 
Music for Youth. "More often than not it 
is the parent who gets discouraged in the 
progress of their children." 


WILLIAM BECK, school board mem- 


her. said that the board is troubled over 
funding the program that seems to bene- 
fit a small number of students. 


Veselits told the board that about 100 


to 200 students a year continue with their 
music. "It's an educational value more 
than it is specific 
accomplishments," 


said Veselits. "A child learns discipline, 
for example." 


The Music for Youth program cur- 


rently costs $30,000 a year to operate, de- 
pending almost entirely on a $70 per year 
donation fee from each student. If the 
district should finance the entire pro- 
gram, the cost is estimated to be around 
$40,000 to $50,000, according to Julius 
Miller, president of Music for Youth, The 
increase Is due to a projected enlarged 
enrollment once the program becomes 
free of charge,

North Point robbery last April 
Escapee nabbed in Dixie for bank job 


An escaped convict was arrested in 


Florida yesterday in connection with the 
$18,000 April, 1973 robbery of the North 
Point State Bank in Arlington Heights. 


Arrested by federal agents was Earl 


Duane Peterson, 33, originally of Hib- 
bing, Minn. He was arrested in Daytona 
Shores, Fla., and is being held by U.S. 
marshals in Orlando, Fla. 


According to police, Peterson escaped 


from McNiel Island penal facility in Los 
Angeles in March, 1973. It is believed he 


robbed four banks from the time of his 
escape until his capture yesterday. 


Besides the North Point State Bank 


robbery, Peterson is wanted for robberies 
in Gallup, N.M. and two other locations. 


A MAN ENTERED THE North Point 


State Bank at about 2 p.m. April 19, 1973, 
and asked a woman teller to change a 
$100 bill. He then reportedly pulled a gun 
and demanded she put all her money into 
a briefcase. 


The gunman told the teller to lie on the 


floor and not sound an alarm. He man- 
aged to slip out without attracting atten- 
tion. 


Witnesses later said they saw a late- 


model green Chevrolet speeding away 
from the bank parking lot onto Arlington 
Heights Road. 


By the time bank officials notified po- 


lice, the robber had made his escape. 


POLICE NOW SAY Peterson drove to 


O'Hare Airport and then flew to New 
York immediately after the robbery. 


Hospital signs option to buy land 


It wasnnot immediately released by 


police what Peterson did between the 
time he got to New York and his even- 
tual capture in Florida. A spokesman for 
the FBI in Chicago said that information 
would be made public later. 


Arlington Heights police said the in-

The Franklin Boulevard Community 


Hospital has reportedly signed an option 
for the purchase of 10 acres of property 
on Schoenbeck Road just south of Wheel- 
ing. 


The hospital plans to build a 223-bed 


satellite facility to service the Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove area, as well as surround- 
ing communities. Plans for the hospital 
are to be submitted to the state hospital 
licensing board In April. 


The Franklin Boulevard board report- 


edly finalized an option to purchase 
Wednesday after nearly three weeks of 
negotiations. The hospital has also been 
negotiating for an adjacent 10-acre par- 
cel. Information was not available on the 
cost of the new hospital site. 


THE PROPERTY, however, is ex- 


pected to cost substantially less than the 
$445,000 offered for the 10-acre Ohilderley 
Retreat House property, the first site 
proposed for the hospital branch at 506 
McHenry Rd. 


The hospital representatives began 


searching for a new site after being In- 
formed that the Wheeling Park District 
wanted Childerley for a park site and 
would condemn the property if neces- 
sary. 


At a meeting last month, the park 


board presented the hospital group with 
a map of other vacant sites that had 
been considered for new park sites. 


The property 
being purchased by 


Franklin Boulevard is one of the sites 
suggested by the park district. It is south 
of the 10 acres now proposed 'for a new 
park site, and across the road from the 
Carl Sandburg School. 


THE SHIFT IN location is not expected 


to substantially change surveys prepared 
by Franklin Boulevard to prove the need 
for a hospital in the area. The change, 
however, does bring the hospital branch 
closer to Arlington Heights and Prospect 
Heights. 


Although the hospital site is not located 


in the village of Wheeling, the Franklin 
Boulevard people may consider annexing 
to the village If they purchase the adja- 
cent 10-acre parcel which abuts village 
boundaries. 


The hospital concluded hurried negotia- 


tions for the property in order to be able 
to present plans for the satellite branch 
to the state hospital licensing board at its 
April meeting. An option on the proposed

Police out of 
leads on fire

of leads in their search for the person 
responsible for the Dryden Apartments 
fire of Jan. 21. 


Lt. Paul Buckholz said despite a month 


of investigation and 
questioning wit- 


nesses, the police are without solid Infor- 
mation of the fire that left eight families 
homeless. 


"We're back to the beginning. I don't 


know where else we can go right now," 
he said. 


Police have tried to track down two 


sets of rumors surrounding the fire, so 
far without results. Witnesses at the fire 
told authorities two youngsters were seen 
running with a gasoline can from the 
building shortly before the fire was dis- 
covered. 


Buckhols said school children in the 


area were questioned after the reported 
witnesses did not come forward. He said 
some children reportedly told friends 
they were responsible for the blaze, but 
Buckholz discounted these as youthful 
bragging. 


Another lead that failed to materialize 


was a report of two Boy Scouts at the 
fire who tried without success to give in- 
formation to officials. A check of Boy 
Scout troops and a public call for them 
was issued, with no results. 


The fire is believed to have been start- 


ed by splashing gasoline in the basement 
storage area and igniting it. The apart- 
ment had been planned the weekend be- 
fore the fire with a series of minor mail- 
box and trash fires. 


The complex, across from Arlington 


Market Shopping Center, was struck by 
another fire in April 1973. It was a case of 
suspected arson. No one was charged in 
that fire.

Hospital signs option for land

Jacob "Jake" Cohen, wanted for the 


Wednesday night murder of two Chicago 
policemen, was gunned down yesterday 
on a Milwaukee street after wounding 
two of the FBI agents who had closed in 
on 'him. 


And the Paul Gunn family of Hoffman 


Estates is especially relieved knowning 
the menace Cohen posed to them has 
ended. 


Cohen is identified as the gunman who 


pistol-whipped Gunn's wife, Betty, last 
Aug. 27 and fled with more than $12,000 
in jewelry from the family business, 
Woodfield Jewelers, Golf and Meacham 
roads, Schaumburg. 


Before the bandit escaped, Gunn's 17- 


year-old daughter, Lisa, a student at Co- 
nant High School, fired a revolver at the 
fleeing man. 


Life for the Gunn family has been 


filled with apprehension since the'rob- 
bery, Paul Gunn said yesterday. 


"It's the best thing that has happened 


today," Gunn said about news that Cohen 
is dead. 


"I don't want people to think I'm blood 


thirsty, but it's quite a relief to know the 
man is dead. I know my wife is going to 
sleep a lot better. 


"She wouldn't stay in the store without 


police protection for quite a while (after 
the episode in August). I had to hire a 
Schaumburg policeman for a while, then 
I had a part time (security) man. She 
just wouldn't be in the store with just 
another woman. 


"It has been expensive for me having 


to hire people, who are not sales people, 
just for protection."

Cohen's death ended a huge manhunt 


that started when he allegedly shot to 
death two Chicago policemen, William 
Marsek and Bruce Garrison, both 28, in 
the Raven Pub, 1818 W. Foster, Chicago. 


The two officers were believed to be 


investigating why Cohen was carrying a 
shot gun in a shopping bag. 


FBI agents and police in Milwaukee 


were told of Cohen's whereabouts from a 
tip received yesterday. 


Arriving at the location law officers 


were told Cohen had run to another build- 
ing seizing three children, ages 14, 13 
and 6 as hostages. 


He later demanded a get away car 


while holding a gun to the head of one of 
the youngsters. Initial reports said a gun 
shot was fired, the boy fell forward un- 
der a car and Cohen was gunned down 
by 15 to 20 law officers at the scene. 


Richard Carr of the Chicago FBI office 


was shot in the chest and is^reported in 
serious condition. Herbert Hoxie, agent 
in charge of the Milwaukee office was 
shot in the shoulder.
